En 1979-1980, plus de 70 000 
Ontariens se sont inscrits aux cours par 
correspondance offerts gratuitement 
par le ministère de l'Éducation aux 
paliers élémentaire et secondaire.

Trois catégories de services sont offerts 


gratuitement : 

1. Des leçons et du matériel d’appren- 
tissage sont fournis aux élèves qui 
s'inscrivent aux cours par corres- 
pondance du palier élémentaire ou 
du palier secondaire. 


2. Des enseignants qualifiés sont 
chargés de corriger et de noter les 
devoirs, ainsi que d'encourager et 
d'aider les élèves. 


3. Des orienteurs conseillent les per- 
sonnes qui désirent s'inscrire à des 
cours par correspondance ou les

Un élève inscrit dans une école secon- 
daire publique en onzième, douzième 
ou treizième année et qui a déjà obtenu 
au moins dix crédits avant de faire sa 
demande peut être admis à suivre un 
cours par correspondance. Le surin- 
tendant de l'enseignement par corres- 
pondance, sur la recommandation écrite 
du directeur de l'école, peut admettre 
cet élève à un cours où il n’a pas pu 
s'inscrire à l’école. 


L'élève peut se procurer la formule D à 
l'école qu'il fréquente. Cette formule, 
dûment remplie, ainsi qu'une copie du 
dossier scolaire complet de l'élève, une 
liste de ses cours et une recommanda- 
tion écrite du directeur de l'école doi- 
vent être soumis à l'approbation du 
surintendant de l'enseignement par cor- 
respondance. Dans le cas d'un élève de 
moins de dix-huit ans, il est nécessaire 
d’avoir la signature des parents ou du 
tuteur.

Matériel, manuels et fournitures 

Dès qu'une demande est approuvée, 
l'élève est inscrit et on lui prête un jeu 
initial de matériel. (Seuls les élèves qui 
suivent des cours de 13€ année 
doivent se procurer leurs propres 
manuels.) On remet automatiquement 
à l'élève d’autres leçons et du matériel 
à mesure qu'il progresse. Manuels, 
trousses et enregistrements sont prêtés 
à l'élève et doivent être renvoyés au 
bureau de l'enseignement par corres- 
pondance une fois le cours terminé (ou 
abandonné). 


Soumission et correction 

des devoirs 

Pour que l'enseignement par corres- 
pondance lui soit profitable, l'élève doit 
bien étudier les leçons, faire ses de- 
voirs, les soumettre régulièrement et 
tenir compte des remarques et des sug- 
gestions faites par l'enseignant sur les 
travaux qui lui sont retournés. 


Les enseignants des cours par cor- 
respondance sont des enseignants 
qualifiés et expérimentés qui exercent 
dans la province. On fera connaître à 
l'élève, au moment de son inscription, 
le nom de l'enseignant chargé de cor- 
riger ses devoirs. Aussitôt que les de- 
voirs correspondant à une leçon sont 
terminés, l'élève doit les envoyer à cet 


enseignant et passer à la leçon suivante.

Certificats 

Les éléves qui terminent avec succes 
un cours par correspondance recoivent 
un certificat d'une valeur égale a celle 
des certificats délivrés dans les écoles 
secondaires de l'Ontario. 


Le certificat délivré à la fin d'un cours 
indique sa valeur en crédits en vue de 
l'obtention du diplôme d'études secon- 
daires ou du diplôme d'études secon- 
daires supérieures. Le diplôme est 
décerné à l'élève lorsqu'il a obtenu, en 
suivant des cours par correspondance, 
le nombre de crédits exigé. 


Le bureau de l'enseignement par cor- 
respondance rend compte à la Direc- 
tion des systèmes d'information de ges- 
tion du ministère de l'Éducation des 
diplômes et des crédits de treizième 
année décernés aux élèves des cours

Diplôme d’études secondaires 

On peut accumuler des crédits pour 
obtenir le diplôme d'études secondaire 
en suivant les cours par correspon- 
dance du ministère de l'Éducation, en 
fréquentant une école secondaire de 
l'Ontario (cours de jour ou du soir), une 
école privée inspectée de l'Ontario, ou 
en combinant ces divers moyens. 


L'élève âgé d’au moins dix-huit ans et 
qui ne fréquente plus l'école depuis au 
moins un an peut obtenir des équiva- 
lences de crédits en raison de sa ma- 
turité et du temps qu'il a passé en 
dehors de l’école, pour avoir terminé 
avec succès des cours n'étant pas nor:

Si un élève inscrit à des cours par cor- 
respondance et qui ne fréquente pas 
une école secondaire en fait la de- 
mande, le secrétaire de l'enseignement 
par correspondance lui remet un relevé 
de ses notes indiquant les cours ter- 
minés, les notes finales et le nombre de 
crédits obtenus pour ces cours. L'élève 
peut demander un rapport sur ses pro- 
grès dans un cours si une assez grande 
partie des travaux exigés pour ce cours 
ont été remis et corrigés (au moins dix 
leçons pour un cours de vingt leçons et 
cinq pour un cours de dix leçons).

During 1980-81 more than 80 000 Ontario 
residents participated in the program of free 
elementary and secondary correspondence 
courses offered by the Ministry of Education. 
More than 85 per cent of those enrolled 
were adults who chose to pursue their 
studies by the independent learning method. 


Typical among the residents who partici- 

pated were: 

e those wishing to obtain secondary school 
diplomas; 

e those preparing for admission to a univer- 
sity, college, or training course; 

@ those wanting to qualify for job promo- 
tion or entry to a new occupational field; 

e those studying subjects for self- 
development or skill-development; 

e Senior Division public secondary school 
students needing courses in which they 
were unable to register at school; 

e students maintaining continuity in their 
education during a temporary absence 
from Ontario; 

e students unable to attend school because 
of medical reasons or distance from 
school. 


Correspondence Education services are 
free and fall into three main categories: 


1. Lessons and other learning materials 
are provided to students who enrol in 
either elementary or Secondary corre- 
spondence courses. 


2. Evaluation of students’ lesson assign- 
ments, encouragement, and tutorial 
assistance for students are provided by 
qualified teachers. 
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dents in such matters as course ae 
tion, diploma requirements, career pl 
ning, and post-secondary education 
opportunities is provided by counsellors

Children 


Elementary school correspondence courses 
from Grades 1 to 8 are available to Ontario 
children who are unable to attend school. 
Lessons, materials, and other supplies are 
provided; textbooks are lent; and assign- 
ments are corrected by qualified associate 
teachers. 


A child living in Ontario who is between six 
and sixteen years of age and who is unable 
to attend school for a period of three months 
or more is eligible for enrolment. A child who 
normally resides in Ontario but is temporar- 
ily living outside Canada may also be en- 
rolled. Enrolment for those living outside 
Canada can be continued for a maximum of 
three years. Eligibility will be reconsidered 
when parents request that a child's enrol- 
ment be continued into another grade. 


Parents wishing to apply for elementary 
courses for a child should complete Applica- 
tion Form A and return it to the Correspond- 
ence Education office, together with the 
child’s last school report and either a medi- 
cal certificate if the child is not well enough 
to attend school, or a recommendation for 
enrolment from the senior educational offi- 
cer for the area if distance is the reason that 
the child is unable to attend school. The 
certificate or recommendation must state 
the reason for non-attendance and the length 
of time the child will be absent from school. 
No certificate or recommendation is required 
for children going outside Canada. 


A parent applying for the enrolment of a 
child temporarily residing outside Canada 
must supply the name and address of a 
person in Ontario who will assume the re- 
sponsibility of forwarding books and lessons. 


All material from the Correspondence Edu- 
cation office will be addressed to this liaison 
person, who should be instructed to rewrap 
the material, print the pupil’s foreign address 
and the return address on the parcel, pre- 
pare a customs declaration form, and pay 
sufficient postage to carry the material to its 
foreign destination. 


Children in good health should spend suffi- 
cient time on their studies each day to com- 
plete the work of an entire grade in a year. If 
enrolment is to be continued into the next 
grade, parents may request lessons and 
supplies in advance to ensure that they will 
be received by the time they are needed. 


Pupils residing in Ontario must submit les- 
son assignments to the Correspondence 
Education office for appraisal and comment 
by associate teachers. Pupils living outside 
Canada are advised to do the same, since 
children gain satisfaction and encourage- 
ment from contact with a teacher and from 
receiving recognition for their work. If all 
lessons in a grade are submitted and satis- 
factory results obtained, a certificate of pro- 
motion will be issued.

Admission 
Requirements 
and Procedures 


Adults 

Correspondence courses are available to 
Ontario residents who are past the compul- 
sory school age and are not enrolled in 
public secondary school day classes. The 
courses may be started at any time of the 
year. Applicants must be Canadian citizens 
or landed immigrants. 


Each applicant will be enrolled in one course 
at the time of initial registration. Once a 
minimum of five lessons has been graded in 
one course, the student may request enrol- 
ment in an additional course. 


A person who wishes to enrol should study 
the material in this calendar, complete Appli- 
cation Form C, and submit it to the Corre- 
spondence Education office, together with 
official educational records. A student apply- 
ing within three months of leaving school 
must obtain and submit a recommendation 
for enrolment from the principal of the school 
last attended. 


Students under sixteen 

Correspondence courses are available to 
Ontario residents of compulsory school age 
who are not in attendance at school because 
of extended illness or distance from school. 
The parent or legal guardian of sucha 
student should request the student’s enrol- 
ment in secondary school courses by com- 
pleting Application Form C and submitting it 
to the Correspondence Education office, 
together with evidence of the child’s legal 
absence from school and the child’s last 
school report. 


Correspondence courses are available to 
students on the request of the Early School 
Leaving Committee of a school board. Appli- 
cation Form C must be completed and signed 
by the parent or legal guardian and submit- 
ted to the Correspondence Education office, 
together with a copy of the student’s school 
record (including courses in progress when 
the student left school) and a written recom- — 
mendation for enrolment from the commit- 
tee signed by the chairperson or secretary. 
Initially, a student may be enrolled in one 
course only. When at least one-half of the 
lessons in the first course have been com- 
pleted, an additional course may be re- 
quested. Elementary correspondence 
courses are not available to students on 
early school leaving. 


Ontario residents femppotanly absent 
from the province 

Children of school age normally resident in 
Ontario may be enrolled in secondary school 
correspondence courses while temporarily 
absent from Canada. An adult normally resi- 
dent in Ontario and temporarily living out- 
side the province is also eligible for enrol- 
ment. Such individuals may participate in 
the Correspondence Education program for 
a maximum of three years while absent from 
the province. An applicant who will be leav- 
ing Canada must provide the name and 
address of an Ontario resident who will 
assume responsibility for forwarding books, 
lessons, and marked assignments. The 
duties of this liaison person are outlined at 
the time of the student's enrolment. 


Before leaving Canada, the applicant should 
study this calendar, complete Application 
Form F, and submit it to the Correspondence 
Education office, together with a complete 
secondary school record. 
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Ontario day-school students 
À student in Grade 11, 12, or 13 at a public 
secondary school may be eligible to take a 
correspondence course while enrolled at 
school, provided he or she has been granted 
a minimum of ten credits prior to the date of 
application. On the written recommendation 
of the principal, the Superintendent of Cor- 
 respondence Education may admit an eli- 
gible secondary school student to a course 
_in which the student is unable to register at 
school. 
Application Form D should be obtained from 
the school attended by the student. The 
completed form, together with a copy of the 
student's complete secondary school record, 
a list of the courses in the student’s current 
program at school, and a written recommen- 
dation for enrolment from the principal must 
be submitted to the Superintendent of Cor- 
respondence Education for approval. The sig- 
nature of a parent or legal guardian is also 
required for an applicant under eighteen 
years of age. 


The student will be enrolled in only one 
course at any one time. A request for an 
additional course will be considered after all 
_of the lesson assignments in the first course 
have been completed and evaluated. The 
completed Form D and the school principal's 
written recommendation for enrolment are 
again required. New applications or requests 
| for additional enrolments will not be accepted 
during July or August. 


Information 
for Students 


Learning materials and supplies 

Once an application has been approved, the 
student is enrolled and provided with an 
initial set of materials. Further lessons and 
learning materials are supplied automat- 
ically as the student progresses through the 
course. On completion or termination of a 
course, the student must return to the Corre- 
spondence Education office any texts, kits, 
and recordings that have been provided on 
loan. 


Students taking Grade 13 courses must 
purchase the necessary textbooks. Further- 
more, in some practical courses students 
are required to obtain their own materials. 


Submission and evaluation of 
assignments 

A student’s success in studies undertaken 
by correspondence depends on the careful 
study of lesson materials, the regular com- 
pletion and submission of assignments, and 
the constructive use of the associate teach- 
er’s comments and suggestions that are 
made on the assignments returned to the 
student. 


Associate teachers are qualified and experi- 
enced school teachers located across the 
province. The associate teacher who will 
evaluate a student’s work in a course is 
identified for the student at the time of enrol- 
ment. As soon as the student has completed 
all assignments for a lesson, the assignments 
are mailed to the teacher for evaluation, and 
the student proceeds with the next lesson. 
Evaluated lessons are returned by the 
teacher directly to the student, unless they 
are lessons from a student living outside 
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Canada, in which case they are returned to 
the student’s Ontario liaison. The associate 
teachers report to the Correspondence Edu- 
cation office on all work done by students, 
and the office maintains records of each 
student's progress. 


Requirements for course completion 

A student earns credit for a Grade 9 or 10 
course by completing lesson assignments. 
The student's final mark is based on the 
assignments. There are no tests for these 
courses. 


A student earns credit for a Grade 11, 12, 

or 13. course by completing the lesson assign- 
ments and successfully writing a final, super- 
vised test. The supervised test mark and the 
average of the lesson assignment marks 
have equal weight when the final mark is 
determined. A student who for medical 
reasons wishes consideration for exemption 
from the final test should write to Profes- 
sional Services, Correspondence Education 
office, enclosing a physician's statement in 
support of the request. Students who are 
fifty years of age or over are exempted from 
final tests. 


Test arrangements for Grade 11, 12, 

and 13 courses 

Test-writing procedures are the same for 
correspondence students who are attending 
school as for those who are not attending 
school. Since the emphasis in the final test 
is placed on the material in the last half of 
the course, the test is arranged only after 
the assignments for all lessons of the course 
have been received and graded. 


The final test for a student living in Ontario 
can be written either at the Correspondence 
Education testing centre, 909 Yonge Street, 
Toronto (416-965-2657), or in the student's 
locality, under the supervision of a Corre- 
spondence Education teacher living in the 
same area. If no preference for writing tests 
at the Correspondence Education testing 
centre is expressed, a supervisor in the 
student's locality will be identified when 
marks for all lesson assignments in a course 
have been recorded, and the student will be 
asked to contact the supervisor to arrange a 
convenient time and place for the test. 


Students living outside Ontario are asked to 
submit the name of a professional person 
for approval as supervisor. 


Course completion time 

Courses may be completed and certificates 
obtained at any time of the year. The time 
taken to gain standing in a course will de- 
pend mainly on the individual student s 
speed in completing assignments success- 
fully. Another factor is the time required for 
each lesson to travel between the student 
and the associate teacher. 


Progress through a course is easier and 
faster for the student who submits assign- 
ments regularly. Course material is better 
remembered and lesson assignments and 
tests are more readily completed if no inter- 
ruption in studies occurs. If an interruption 
does occur, the student can usually resume 
a course at the point reached before the 
interruption. However, since the correspond- 
ence courses are being continually revised, 
a student’s access to a particular course 
cannot be guaranteed for a period longer 
than two years after enrolment in the course. 


Post-secondary objectives 

A student whose objective is to gain admis- 
sion to an institution of post-secondary edu- 
cation should consult officials of that institu- 
tion to find out what standing, diploma, or 
particular subjects are required. Mature stu- 
dents should inquire also about any special 
provisions for their admission. Students 
attending school should consult school guid- 
ance counsellors.

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Certificates 
and Diplomas 


Certification 

Certificates are issued to students who com- 
plete correspondence courses sucessfully. 
These certificates are equal in value to those 
issued by Ontario secondary schools. 


A certificate for completion of a course states 
the credit value of the course towards the 
Secondary School Graduation Diploma or 
Secondary School Honour Graduation 
Diploma. When the student has earned 
through correspondence courses the last 
credit needed to meet the requirements for 
either of these diplomas, the diploma is 
issued. 


The Correspondence Education office re- 
ports to the Management Information Sys- 
tems Branch of the Ministry of Education the 
awarding of diplomas and Grade 13 credits 
to correspondence students. 


The awarding of certificates earned through 
correspondence study by day-school stu- 
dents is reported to their school principals. 


Secondary School Graduation Diploma 
A student can fulfil the requirements for the 
Ontario Secondary School Graduation 
Diploma by accumulating the necessary 
credits through Ministry of Education corre- 
spondence courses, at Ontario public sec- 
ondary schools (in day or evening pro- 
grams), at inspected Ontario private schools, 
or through a combination of these programs. 
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A student who is at least eighteen years of 
age and who has withdrawn from school for 
a period of at least one year may be granted 
equivalent credits for the following: maturity 
and length of time out of school, successful 
completion of courses that are not normally 
identified as secondary school courses, and 
successful completion of each period of an 
apprenticeship training program. However, 
no mature student who is granted equivalent 
credits can qualify for the diploma without 
further study. 


A correspondence education student can 
obtain information about necessary credits 
towards the Secondary School Graduation 
Diploma by writing to the Registrar of Corre- 
spondence Education and submitting school 
records and other relevant information. An 
assessment of the student’s standing may 
be delayed until the student has made prog- 
ress in correspondence course study. 


Secondary School Honour Graduation 
Diploma 

The requirements for the Secondary School 
Honour Graduation Diploma are met through 
the accumulation of six Ontario secondary 
school Grade 13 credits. These credits may 
be obtained through Ministry of Education 
correspondence courses, at Ontario public 
secondary schools (in day or evening pro- 
grams), at inspected Ontario private schools, 
or through a combination of these programs. 
No equivalent credits are granted for this 
diploma. 


The Secondary School Graduation Diploma | 
is not a requirement for the Secondary | 
School Honour Graduation Diploma or for 
enrolment in Grade 13 courses. 


Statement of achievement | 
On the request of a correspondence educa- 

tion student who is not attending secondary 
day school, the Registrar of Correspond- 
ence Education will issue a statement of 
achievement indicating the courses com- | 
pleted, the final marks obtained, and the 4 
credit value of the courses. The student may. 
request a progress report for a course in Wi 
which a significant part of the required work | 
has been completed and evaluated (at least 
ten lessons in a twenty-lesson course, and | 
at least five lessons in a ten-lesson course). 
Correspondence students attending second- 
ary day school should obtain statements of | 
achievement from the schools they are 
attending. | 
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Method of 
Course Selection 


These directions are for correspondence 
students who are not attending a school. 
Students attending a school will be guided in 
course selection by their school. An index of 
1981-82 courses is given on pages 47-49. 
Individual course descriptions are given on 
pages 16-46. 


An understanding of certain terms will help 
the student in using the descriptions. 


Grade. Ontario secondary school grades 
are 9, 10, 11, 12, and 13, and there is a 
progression of difficulty in the succeeding 
grades. 


Levels of difficulty. Each course belongs 
to one of three levels of difficulty: 


e basic — basic knowledge and skills 
in subjects such as English and 
mathematics; 


e general — between the basic and ad- 
vanced levels of difficulty; appropriate as 
preparation for employment or further 
education in colleges or other non- 
university educational institutions; 


@ advanced — appropriate as preparation 
for Grade 13 studies in the subject and for 
university or college studies after Grade 13. 


The level of difficulty to which a course 
belongs is stated at the beginning of the 
course description. There may be several 
courses at different levels in a single subject 
in a single grade. The level of difficulty of a 
course has no bearing on its credit value. 
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Credit. The value a course has towards the 
Secondary School Graduation Diploma or 
Secondary School Honour Graduation 
Diploma is expressed in terms of credits. A 
credit is awarded to a student for the suc- 
cessful completion of a course. No credit is 
awarded for the completion of a course that 
has the same content as one the student 
completed previously. 


Each course description states the credit 
value of the course. (Most courses have a 
value of one credit; a few have a value of 
one-half credit.) Only Grade 13 courses give 
credit towards the Secondary School Honour 
Graduation Diploma. 


Areas of study. The Ministry of Education 
requires that secondary school courses be 
grouped under four areas of study: 


e Communications COM 
e Social and Environmental Studies SES 
e Pure and Applied Sciences PAS 
e Arts ART 


The area of study to which each secondary 
correspondence course belongs is indicated 
at the beginning of the course description. A 
few courses belong to more than one area 
of study. 


Code. Each course is given a code (one or 
two letters representing the subject name, 
followed by two or three numerals). The 
code provides a brief identification of the 
course. A course code ending in “x” indi- 
cates that the course has a value of one-half 
credit. 


From the wide range of subjects available, 
the student should first select the subject 
that he or she wishes to study. (The index on 
page 47 will be helpful.) If there are a num- 
ber of courses offered in the subject 
selected, the student should choose a par- 
ticular course by comparing the course 
descriptions, giving special attention to 
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grade, level of difficulty, and recommended 
background. The selection of subject and 
particular course in the subject should be 
based on the student's interests, objectives, 
and previous educational experience. A stu- 
dent with little or no previous secondary | 
education should begin with some Grade 9 
or Grade 10 work. After completing some 
courses in these grades, he or she can 
move on, with confidence, to the more 
demanding work in higher grades. 


A student will be enrolled in one course at 
the time of initial registration, but he or she 
should list several courses on the applica- 
tion form, in order of preference. If the first 
choice is not available or is not appropriate 
for the student's objective or background, 
one of the other courses listed by the stu- 
dent will be supplied. A student who will be 
living outside Canada may request enrol- 
ment in more than one course at one time.

The continents of Europe and Asia — or 
Eurasia, as they are often called — form a 
gigantic land mass that is the home ofthree- 
quarters of the world’s population. In this | 
course, students examine Eurasia's diversi- 
ty, unity, and world significance. The popula- 
tions and topographies of certain European 
and Asiatic countries are examined sepa- 
rately. The most important nation under 
study, the U.S.S.R., stretches across both 
continents. 


The course seeks to foster a sympathetic 
understanding of problems that may seem 
remote to most Canadians. The colourful 
maps and illustrations in the text, combined 
with other illustrative material in the lessons, 
help to make this an interesting and relevant 
course.

Grade 10 SES 
Advanced Level one credit 


Whether Canadians have travelled widely or 
have simply studied maps, photographs, 
and films of Canada, they are aware of the 
great diversity of the country’s geography. 
This diversity and the contrast between the 
vast size of their country and the small, 
scattered pockets of population have given 
rise to various problems that offer unlimited 
topics for student investigation. 


The first part of this course introduces the 
physical landscape of Canada and estab- 
lishes in students a firm understanding of 
the origins and appearance of the land. With 
this background, the settlement and eco- 
nomic development of the country can be 
better appreciated and many current prob- 
lems can be seen in a clearer perspective. 


The course is particularly suited to students 
who have not been involved in academic 
studies for some time, as it enables them to 
utilize both the textual material and their 
own practical experience as resources for 
completing assignments. Many opportunities 
are provided for students to research topics 
of their choice and to conduct geographical 
investigations in their own neighbourhoods.

People exist in both natural and engineered 
environments.

This course examines the 
interaction of land and people, how it comes 
about, and the effect it has on each. The 
emphasis is on physical geography and the 
development of basic skills such as using 
the atlas and interpreting topographic and 
weather maps and charts. 


Recommended background: A Grade 9 
or Grade 10 geography course is advis- 
able, but not a prerequisite for taking this 
course.

Within this century, Canada has been trans- 
formed from a country of farmers, miners, 
fishing people, and bushworkers to one in 
which urbanization and industrialization are 
key factors in the nation’s economy and 
future prosperity. Canada is a diverse nation 
with many different regions, each with its 
own characteristics and problems. This 
course aims to give the student a deeper 
understanding of Canada and its existence 
as acollection of regions that together make 
up a highly distinctive country. 


Resources for study include a recent text, 
books of readings, numerous up-to-date 
references, air photographs, and topographic 
maps.

Grade 9 Se 
Advanced Level one credit 


People from many different regions of the 
world have made Canada their home. Why 
did they come? What contributions have 
they made to Canada’s growth and develop- 
ment? What are the roots of Canada’s multi- 
cultural heritage? 


This course tries to answer these and other 
questions. It emphasizes the origins and 
contributions of Canada’s three founding 
peoples — the Native people, the French, 
and the British — and several minority 
groups. Other topics include: Canada's im- 
migration policies, past and present; bicul- 
turalism and multiculturalism; and the nature 
of Canada’s mixed population.

History H203 
Grade 10 SES 
Advanced Level one credit 


What are some of the major contemporary 
Canadian issues? How and why did these 
issues develop? How have they affected 
Canada? What influence will they have on 
Canada’s future? These are a few of the 
basic questions examined in this course. 


The intent of the course is to give students 
an opportunity to learn about the rights and 
responsibilities of a Canadian citizen and to 
gain an understanding of present-day Can- 
ada and its relation to the world. 


The course is organized around four topics: 
government and law; French-English rela- 
tions; Canadian-American relations; and 
Canada in the world community. Ten basic 
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skills of historical analysis are taught and 
practised in the first ten lessons — one per 
lesson — at a very simple level. In the next 
ten lessons, the same ten skills are repeated 
— one per lesson — but at a more complex 
level. The result is a course that combines 
the acquisition of knowledge about con- 
temporary Canada and the development of 
basic thinking skills.

History H350 
Grade 11 SES 
Advanced Level one credit 


Modern civilization owes much to the ancient 
and medieval worlds. The themes covered 
in this course focus on the contributions of 
past civilizations to the Western world. The 
first ten lessons examine the prehistoric 
beginnings of society and the histories of 
ancient Egypt, Greece, and Rome. The next 
ten lessons concentrate on some of the 
mainstreams of medieval and early modern 
history. Included are topics such as feudal- 
ism, the influence of Islam and Roman 
Catholicism, the rise of towns and com- 
merce, the Renaissance, the growth of 
Protestantism, the Counter Reformation, 
and the beginnings of the modern nation 
state. 


Recommended background: À Grade 9 
or Grade 10 history course is advis- 

able, but not a prerequisite to taking 

this course.

This survey of world history, from the seven- 
teenth century to recent times, features a 
study of the causes and courses of revolu- 
tions; the emergence and development of 
Communism; the origins, meaning, and 
aftermath of war; the influence of individuals 
such as Napoleon, Bismarck, Hitler, and 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt as shapers of 
events; and the sources and significance of 
totalitarianism as a form of government. The 
course examines the forces at work in what 
has been called the “Cold War’, including 
the part played by the United Nations as a 
peacekeeper. It also focuses on some of the 
areas of the world, such as China, the Mid- 
dle East, and the Third World, that promise 
to command increasing attention in the dec- 
ades ahead. 


Recommended background: One course 
in secondary school history is advisable, but 
not a prerequisite to taking this course.

How well do we know and understand the 
history of Canada? This course provides 
students with an opportunity to read about 
and interpret the contributions that interest- 
ing personalities have made to Canada and 
to examine major events that have made 
Canada what it is today. 


The historical method is used to examine a 
variety of Canadian themes: Native peoples; 
the origin of French-Canadian nationalism; 
the pressures to form a confederation; the 
agony of conscription; life during the De- 
pression; the development of Canadian 
autonomy; the need for and threat of foreign 
investment; and Canada’s approach to and 
involvement in foreign affairs since 1945. 


Students will have the opportunity to use the 
skills they develop in the course to design a 
self-directed research project.

General Level one credit 


The objective of this course is to lead stu- 
dents to an understanding of human nature, 
society andits institutions, and possible 
future prospects for both. The initial lessons 
examine the characteristics of humans — 
their aggressiveness, prejudices, cultures, 
roles, and “races”. The remaining lessons 


consider the nature of society and its institu- 
tions, the forces that alienate many individu- 
als and how they might be overcome, and, 
finally, possibilities for the future. 


Recommended background: One course 
in secondary school history or English is 
advisable, but not a prerequisite to taking 
this course.

Economics EN402 
Grade 12 SES 
General Level one credit 


A basic understanding of economics is use- 
ful for everyone. In this course, students 
learn about the meaning, development, and 
importance of economics. The course is 
designed to help students increase their 
knowledge of what is happening in the 
Canadian economy and appreciate the 
interplay of economic forces throughout the 
world. 


Various forms of economic organization — 
traditional, socialist, fascist, communist, and 
capitalist — are examined. Particular em- 
phasis is placed on the influences on, and 
the operation of, Canada’s economy. The 
economic problems of developing countries 
are also considered.

Economics EN551 
Grade 13 SES

Economic issues are of everyday concern 
for politicians and business people as well as 
for ordinary citizens. This course offers tools 
and practical methods for understanding 
and coping with current economic questions. 


Emphasis is given to problems and issues 
that underlie economic policy and affect 
economic growth, stability, and security. 
Pure economic theory is avoided as much 
as possible in order to focus on current 
realities — to see economics as one aspect 
of our present social structure, and to realize 
the interrelationship of economic problems, 
social issues, and political decisions. Stu- 
dents are encouraged to defend reasoned 
positions on controversial public policy 
issues. )

transactions; 

e an upgrading in commercial 
mathematics; 

e standing in mathematics up to and 
including Grade 12, but not beyond;

Arithmetic 

Grade 9 PAS 
Basic Level one credit 


Here is an opportunity for adult students to 
“go back to the beginning” in arithmetic. 
Careful explanations are provided, followed 
by numerous examples. A practice exercise 
is given for each topic, and full solutions are 
provided so that students can check their 
work and correct errors in thinking before 
beginning the actual assignment. 


Topics include: the addition, subtraction, 
multiplication, and division of whole 
numbers, of fractions, and of decimals; and 
the percentage form and its use.

Topics include: techniques for represent- 
ing and interpreting data; graphing and ana- 
lysing linear relationships; ratio and propor- 
tion; variation; vectors; trigonometry; and 
the properties of the circle.

Because many adults wish to resume the 
study of mathematics with Grade 11 work, 
this course begins with a review of topics 

normally dealt with in earlier courses.

and functions; systems of linear equations; 
linear inequations; review of the number 
system and extension to irrationals; the 
exponential function standard form; the 
graphical representation, development, and 
use of tables for calculation; and an intro- 
duction to investment calculations.

Grade 12 PAS 
General Level one credit 


Four independent modules are presented in 
this course, each ending with practical appli- 
cations of the mathematical concept stud- 
ied.

A student can- 
not receive credit for both Mathematics 
M402 and Mathematics M403. 


Topics include: collection of data; standard 
deviation; misuse of statistics; calculation of 
odds; sine law; cosine law; resolution of 
forces; quadratic functions; quadratic equa- 
tions; arithmetic and geometric sequences; 
amount and present value of an annuity; 
and amortization tables.

Series C is designed for students who wish

dents who are strong in mathematics.

Grade 9 PAS 
Advanced Level one-half credit 


Many changes have taken place in mathe- 
matics programs over the last twenty years. 
This self-contained, ten-lesson course pro- 
vides the student with an opportunity to 
become acquainted with some of these 
changes. The course could be selected for 
personal interest or for the purpose of 
acquiring the necessary background to 
resume studies in, or transfer to, the 
Advanced Mathematics series. 


Topics include: sets and set notation; 
operations with integers and rationals; num- 
ber properties; number lines; ordered pairs; 
graphing linear equalities and inequalities; 
and an introduction to geometry.

Mathematics M251 

Grade 10 PAS 
Advanced Level one credit 


This course represents the most recent 
concepts in Grade 10 mathematics educa- 
tion. Presented in a highly personal style, 
the course makes use of familiar, everyday 
happenings to show that math can be fun, 
as well as stimulating. Many examples and 
practice exercises are used to help the 
student. 


Topics include: statistics; radicals; poly- 
nomials; graphs and relations; variation; lin- 
ear systems; transformations; deductive 
geometry; and three-dimensional geometry.

M151 or Mathematics M140 or the equiva- 
lent

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Mathematics M351 

(available November 30, 1981) 
Grade 11 PAS 
Advanced Level one credit 


This is a good re-entry point for students 
with an adequate background in mathemat- 
ics who wish to proceed to the study of 
Grade 13 mathematics. Students selecting 
this course should be able to commit 
themselves to a rather intensive study of 
mathematics. 


Topics include: real numbers and 
algebra; geometry; analytic geometry; and 
trigonometry. 


Recommended background: Mathematics 
M251 or Mathematics M240 or any Grade 10 

mathematics course that includes the study 

of algebra

Mathematics M403 

Grade 12 PAS 
Advanced Level one credit 


A student completing this course will be well 
prepared for any Grade 13 mathematics 
course. At this stage, the various topics 
studied previously begin to fit together and 
the structure of mathematics can be 
appreciated. A student cannot receive credit 
for both Mathematics M403 and Mathe- 
matics M402. 


Topics include: functions (quadratic, 

exponential, logarithmic, circular, and trigo- 
nometric); Euclidean geometry of the circle; 
and an introduction to sequences and series.

Relations and Functions 

Grade 13 PAS 
Advanced Level one credit 


This course enlarges on previous work on 
functions and relations, with emphasis placed 
on the unifying concept of mapping. 


Topics include: rotation; classification and 
properties of functions; sequences and 
series; compound interest; annuities; instal- 
ment buying and consumer credit; trigonom- 
etry; definition and discussion of conics; and 
plane transformations and their application 
to second-degree relations. 


Recommended background: Mathematics 
M403 or the equivalent

Mathematics M550 
Calculus 


Grade 13 PAS 
Advanced Level one credit 


Calculus is the study of how one variable 
changes with respect to another. This isa 
practical course, in which theory has been 
kept to a minimum. 


Topics include: power, product, quotient, 
and chain rules; derivatives; integration 
(areas and volumes); and introduction to 
polar co-ordinates and complex numbers. 


Recommended background: Grade 12 
mathematics or the equivalent, including an 
intensive study of algebra and a foundation 
in co-ordinate geometry and trigonometry. 
A knowledge of modern mathematics is not 
required.

Mathematics M555 

Algebra 

Grade 13 PAS 
Advanced Level one credit 


Students planning to study mathematics or 
related subjects at university may select this 
course as a third credit in mathematics. 
Some topics relate to the social sciences. 


Topics include: set theory; permutations 
and combinations; binomial theorem; proba- 
bility; and vectors and matrices. 


Recommended background: Mathematics 
M403 or the equivalent

Mathematics M554 

Mathematics of Investment 

Grade 13 PAS 
Advanced Level one credit 


This relevant and practical course in applied 
mathematics develops the skills needed to 
investigate investment principles. 


Topics include: credit buying, annuities, 
mortgages, bonds, insurance, and stocks. 


Recommended background: Grade 12 
mathematics or the equivalent, including an 
intensive study of algebra. A knowledge of 
modern mathematics is not required.

For some science courses, kits containing 
laboratory equipment and chemicals are 
lent to students to enable them to perform 
experiments. Some biological specimens 
are supplied for Biology BY 440. 


Kits containing chemicals cannot be sup- 
plied to students living outside Canada or to 
persons living at points in Canada serviced 
only by air mail. 


General Science 

Science SC150 

Grade 9 PAS 
Advanced Level one credit 


The material for this introductory course is 
presented in an informative and readable 
manner and provides a good background in 
physical science. The topics are current and 
in some cases controversial. The student is 
given the opportunity to reflect on a number 
of social issues brought about by modern 
technology. A student cannot receive credit 
for both Science SC150 and Science SC201. 


Topics include: measurement; the structure 
of matter; solutions and mixtures; chemical 
reactions; work, energy, and power; pres- 
sure; heat; environmental chemistry; and 
the energy crisis. 


Recommended background: none 
Text: none 


Science SC201 
Grade 10 PAS 
Advanced Level one credit 


This course covers both biology and physi- 
cal science. The topics presented stress the 
practical and social aspects of the subject. 
The course is presented with the aid of two 
science kits sent to the student. 
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A student cannot receive credit for both 
Science SC201 and Science SC150. 


Topics include: flowering plants; non- 
flowering plants; heredity; ecology; force, 
work, energy, and power; heat; light; elec- 
tricity; and chemical energy. 


Recommended background: none 
Text: Andrews, W.A., et al. Science 10. 


Physics 

Physics P303 

Grade 11 PAS 
Advanced Level one credit 


The aim of this course is to provide the 
student with an interesting and relevant 
study of the fundamental concepts and 
ideas of physics. A student who wishes to 
prepare for Grade 13 physics or who wishes 
simply to gain knowledge of a subject that 
interests him or her will select this course. 


Topics include: waves, light, sound, 
mechanics, electricity, magnetism, electro- 
magnetism, electronics, and atomic physics. 


Recommended background: preferably 
one course in Grade 10 mathematics and 
Science SC150 or the equivalent 


Text: none 

Physics P503 

Grade 13 PAS 
Advanced Level one credit 


This course presents some fundamental 
concepts of physics. Students are shown 
how the concepts were obtained experi- 
mentally and how they can be applied to 
new situations. Emphasis is on the use of 
reason rather than on the memorization of 
facts. 
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Topics include: light; wave theory; motion, 
vectors, and Newton's laws of motion; 
momentum; work; kinetic and potential 
energy; electrostatics and electric fields; 
electrical energy and potential; the electro- 
magnetic spectrum; atomic theory; the 
photo-electric effect; photons; matter waves; 
and the energy levels of atoms. 


Recommended background: standing in 
an introductory course in physics, such as 
Physics P303, and a strong background in 
algebra and geometry

Chemistry 


Chemistry C450 
Grade 12 PAS 
Advanced Level one credit 


In this course, emphasis is placed on under- 
standing the nature of elements and com- 
pounds and the reactions they undergo. 
Theories of the structure of atoms and the 
aggregates of atoms are introduced early, 
and these ideas are included in subsequent 
discussions. Wherever possible, a topic is 
studied through experimentation, and the 
result is used to develop theoretical concepts. 


This course prepares the student for 
Chemistry C551. 


Topics include: the states of matter; the 
language of chemistry; chemical reactions; 
atomic weights and molecular weights; solu- 
tions; the formation of ions; the periodic 
classification of elements. 


Recommended background: preferably 
one course in Series C mathematics and 
Science SC150 or the equivalent 


Text: McBryde, W.A.E., and Graham, R.P. 
The Outlines of Chemistry (metric edition). 


Equipment: Two chemistry kits are lent to 
each student. 


Chemistry C551 
Grade 13 PAS 
Advanced Level one credit 


This course expands the basic concepts 
studied in introductory chemistry courses 
such as Chemistry C450. It stresses the 
student’s use of reason rather than his or 
her memorization of facts. 


Topics include: atomic structure; solutions; 
chemical bonding; oxidation-reduction; 
acids and bases; chemical and nuclear 
energy; molecular structure; equilibrium; 
and the transition elements. 


Recommended background: a knowledge 
of basic chemistry, as provided in Chemistry 
C450 or the equivalent, and a reasonable 
facility in mathematics 


Text: O'Connor, P.R., et al. Chemistry, 
Experiments and Principles. Toronto: 
D.C. Heath, 1977. 


Equipment: Students are required to 
purchase one chemistry kit. Instructions 
regarding the purchase of this kit (at an 
approximate cost of $35.00) will be included 
with the first package of lesson materials. 


Biology 


Biology BY440 
(available January 1, 1982) 


Grade 12 PAS 
General Level one credit 


The basic theme of this course is the origin 
of life and its characteristics and variations. 
Students are given the opportunity to learn 
about the structure and life cycles of various 
organisms, starting with submicroscopic 
viruses and finishing with mammals. This is 
made possible partly through the study of 
preserved specimens made available to 
them for dissection. 


With this course as background, students 
should be able to reflect and comment effec- 
tively on many current ecological issues. 
Students who are planning careers in nurs- 
ing, other health-service occupations, or 
careers related to the natural sciences will 
find this course invaluable. 


Topics include: viruses, bacteria, algae, 
fungi, flowering plants, protozoans, flat- 
worms, insects, fishes, amphibians, reptiles, 
mammals, heredity, human genetics, ecol- 
ogy, pesticides, pollution, population 
explosion, and space travel. 


Recommended background: one course 
in secondary school science

Equipment: One biology kit is lent to each 
student; a second kit may be purchased by 
those interested in dissections of an 
advanced nature (fish, tartle, and rat). 
Instructions regarding the purchase of this 
kit (at an approximate cost of $15.00) will be

— materials. 
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Biology BY550 
Grade 13 PAS 
Advanced Level one credit 


This biology course is designed for students 
who (a) wish to study life-science courses at 
university, and/or (b) wish to learn more 
about the relevance of biology to many 
current issues, some of far-reaching signifi- 
cance in the future of this planet and its 
inhabitants. 


Topics include: biochemistry (the chemis- 
try of cell activity); organic molecules and 
chemical syntheses; the roles of ADP and 
ATP; DNA, RNA, and the genetic code; 
organ systems in plants and animals, includ- 
ing humans; Mendelian genetics; the repro- 
duction and development of organisms; and 
the study of evolution. 


Recommended background: Chemistry 
C450 or the equivalent 


Text: Galbraith, D.I., and Wilson, D.G. 
Biological Science: Principles and Patterns 
of Life. Toronto: Holt, Rinehart and Winston, 
1978. 


Equipment: Students are required to pur- 
chase one kit of equipment and biological 
specimens. Instructions regarding the 
purchase of this kit (at an approximate cost 
of $20.00) will be included with the first 
package of lesson materials. 
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Carpentry 

Carpentry CY340 

Grade 11 PAS 
General Level one credit 


This course is designed for the student who 
wishes to: (a) acquire a basic knowledge of 
carpentry and the building trades; and (b) 
develop fundamental skills useful to the 
carpenter or the homeowner. The course 
teaches the fundamental principles of gen- 
eral woodworking; the selection, use, and 
care of tools; and the interpretation of 
printed information and instructions as they 
apply to carpentry and building construction. 


The course consists of both theory and 
practical work; the practical work, though 
optional, is required for a credit. Students 
are expected to own the usual hand tools 
found in a home workshop if they choose to 
do the practical assignments. 


Topics include: lumber, tools, and their 
care; hand-tool operation; fastening tech- 
niques; blueprint interpretation; joints and 
moulding; building construction; domestic 
repairs and maintenance. 


Recommended background: none 
Text: none 


Equipment: Students must purchase a kit if 
they choose to do the practical part of the 
course. Details regarding the purchase of 
this kit (at an approximate cost of $25.00) 
will be included with the first package of 
lesson materials. 


Drafting 

Drafting D240 

Grade 10 COM, PAS 
General Level one credit 


This course introduces the student to funda-  : 
mental drafting procedures and develops | 
the student’s skills in the use of basic draft- 
ing equipment and special drawing tech- 
niques. Assignments in blueprint reading 
complement each phase of the twenty- 
lesson course. Metric drawing is also 
introduced. 


No additional credit will be obtained in this 
course by a student who has completed an 
introductory course in drafting elsewhere. 


Topics include: simple and multi-view 
drawings; the theory of shape description; 
orthographic projection; shop processes; 
dimensioning; isometric drawing; and 
sectioning. 


Recommended background: none 
Text: none 


Equipment: Students are required to sup- 
ply their own drafting materials. Instructions 
regarding the purchase (at an approximate 
cost of $40.00) or the rental (at an approxi- 
mate cost of $4.00 per month) of a complete 
kit will be included with the first package of 
lesson materials. 
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Drafting D308x 
Introduction to Blueprint Reading 
Grade 11 COM, PAS 


General Level One-half credit 


Students with no previous knowledge of or 
training in the reading of engineering draw- 
ings will select this course, which is designed 
to develop fundamental skills in reading and 
interpreting technical drawings as they apply 
to industry. It consists of ten units of instruc- 
tion, print-reading assignments, and a final, 
supervised test. 

Topics include: third-angle projections; 
angular dimensions; scale drawings; toler- 
ances and allowances; steel specifications 
and casting designs. 


Recommended background: none

Drafting D318x 
Intermediate Blueprint Reading 
Grade 11 COM, PAS 


General Level one-half credit 


This course is a continuation of Drafting 
D308x. It consists of ten units of instruction, 
blueprint reading assignments, and a final, 
supervised test. 


Topics include: assembly drawings; con- 
ventional sectioning methods; metric dimen- 
sioning; welding drawings; and geometrical 
tolerancing problems. 


Recommended background: Drafting D308x 
or the equivalent

Practical Art 

Art A240 

Beginning in Art 

Grade 10 ART 
General Level one credit 


Everybody has some artistic potential. It is 
the purpose of this course to develop the 
skills of the beginning artist by means of a 
series of practical projects that introduce the 
elements and principles of visual art. Draw- 
ing and painting techniques, subject matter, 
and style are some of the topics examined 
and explored through practical projects. 


Recommended background: none 
Text: none 


Equipment: Students are required to sup- 
ply their own art materials. Instructions 
regarding the purchase of a complete art kit 
(at an approximate cost of $11.50) will be 
included with the first package of lesson 
materials. 


Art A401x 
Composing Your Art 


Grade 12 ART 
Advanced Level one-half credit 


Art is creative expression. However, creativ- 
ity requires effort, and even the art student 
with some background in drawing and paint- 
ing sometimes has difficulty in thinking of 
something creative and original to convey. 
The aim of this course is to stimulate origi- 
nality in content and composition. Ideas are 
suggested through illustrations, diagrams, 
and written descriptions. 
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Recommended background: a previous 
course in practical art, preferably Art A240

Equipment: An art kit and some basic 
materials are supplied to each student. 


Art A402x 
Style in Art 


Grade 12 ART 
Advanced Level one-half credit 


Through experience, an artist gradually 
develops personal means of expression in 
art and a personal style. In this course, the 
student carries out a series of practical proj- 
ects that are designed to increase his/her 
awareness of the significance of style and to 
help him/her develop a distinctive style. 


Recommended background: a previous 
course in practical art, preferably Art A240

Art A550 

The Artist’s Study 

Grade 13 ART, SES 
Advanced Level one credit 


This course combines the history and appre- 
ciation of modern art with practical projects 
and assignments in painting and drawing. 
Introductory lessons review the formal ele- 
ments and principles of art. Later lessons 
relate the modes of visual expression that 
grew out of the most significant modern 
movements to practical work. 


Recommended background: Grade 12

Art A301 

Through Artists’ Eyes 

Grade 11 ART, SES 
Advanced Level! one credit 


It is said that artists teach us how to see. Yet 
we often have difficulty understanding the 
bizarre creations that they fashion for our 
viewing. The complex, fascinating world of 
art is the subject of this comprehensive 
study. 


Graphics, drawing and painting, art history, 
photography, television, and commercial 
and industrial art are just a few of the topics 
covered. The course ranges from a discus- 
sion of how to look at a painting to a survey 
of the inventions of architectural technology. 
Projects are designed to increase the stu- 
dent’s sensitivity to the world of art that 
surrounds us.

Art A303x 
Art to 1500 


Grade 11 ART, SES 
Advanced Level one-half credit 


Here is the story of cave paintings, pyra- 
mids, Minoan palaces, Greek temples, 
Roman engineering, Byzantine mosaics, 
medieval illuminated manuscripts, and art of 
the Gothic era. 


Recommended background: No previous 
background in art or in history is required.

Art A403x 
Great European Art 


Grade 12 ART, SES 
Advanced Level one-half credit 


A continuation of the story of art begun in Art 
A303x, this course traces the development 
of European art from the end of the Gothic 
era (early fourteenth century) through the 
Renaissance, baroque, and rococo periods 
to the early eighteenth century. 


From the turbulent background of the change 
from feudalism to the beginning of the rise of 
the nation state emerged such great masters 
as Botticelli, Michelangelo, Durer, Rubens, 
Rembrandt, Velasquez, Poussin, and 

Sir Christopher Wren. 


The course provides students with criteria 
upon which to base their judgement of the 
art of any period.

Theatre Arts TA300 

Introduction to Drama | 

Grade 11 ART, COM 
General Level one credit 


The art of acting and the nature of the theatre 
are the major themes developed in this intro- 
ductory course. Basic acting skills, such as 
the controlled use of voice, mime, and im- 
provisation, are described. The history of 
drama, characterization, mood, feeling, and 
such production concerns as stage design, 
costumes, lighting, and sound effects are 
also examined. 


The aims of the course are to develop the 
student's self-awareness and sensitivity to 
drama and to encourage the student to par- 
ticipate in dramatic productions.

Art A302x 
Prints Without a Press 


Grade 11 ART, PAS 
General Level one-half credit 


Printing consists of any of the means artists 
and artisans use to duplicate an image. 
Hand-printing techniques have been a means 
of creative expression for centuries. 


The print-making techniques introduced in 
this course — monoprints, stencils, 
cardboard cuts, and linocuts — are simple to 
learn, but have the potential of yielding 
sophisticated results in the hands of a 
creative artist. 
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Recommended background: None is 
required, but some previous background in 
art would be helpful.

Equipment: A print-making kit is supplied to 
each student. 


Film Arts A442x 
Film, the Lens, and You 


Grade 12 ART, PAS 
General Level one-half credit 


The purpose of this introductory course is to 
explore the possibilities of film, the camera, 
and the darkroom in order to develop the 
student's potential as a photo artist. Some 
information about the science of photog- 
raphy is provided, and some of the tech- 
niques useful in photographing are described 
to enable the student to recognize a worth- 
while subject and to show him/her how to 
proceed with creating the image. 


The course is designed for the amateur 
photographer who is primarily interested in 
photography as self-expression. Emphasis 
is given to the practical rather than the 
theoretical aspects of photography. Students 
are encouraged by means of assignments 
and projects to develop their own aware- 
ness and skills in photography. 


Recommended background: none 


Text: There is no text for this course, but a 
portfolio of prints is lent to each student. 


Equipment: The student is required to 
supply his/her own camera and film. 


Film Arts A444x 

Cinematography 

Grade 12 ART, PAS 
General Level one-half credit 


The subject of this course is the art of making 
movies. Filmmaking and film appreciation 
are the two objectives. Emphasis is given to 
the practical rather than the theoretical 
aspects of cinematography. Students are 
encouraged by means of assignments and 
projects to develop their own skills in 
filming. 


Topics include: the principles of photog- 
raphy; composition; animation; film tech- 
nology; film criticism; history and genre; 
and making your own films. 
Recommended background: It is not 
necessary for students taking this course to 
have any previous background in photog- 
raphy or filmmaking.

Education 
Services 


During 1981-82 more than 80 000 Ontario 
residents availed themselves of the free 
elementary and secondary correspondence 
courses offered by the Ministry of Educa- 
tion. More than eighty-five per cent of 
those enrolled were adults who chose to 
pursue their studies through the independ- 
ent learning method. 


Typical among the residents who partici- 

pated were: 

@ those wishing to obtain secondary 
school diplomas; 

@ those preparing for admission to a uni- 
versity, college, or training course; 

@ those wanting to qualify for job promo- 
tion or entry to a new occupational field; 

e those studying for self-development or 
skill development; 

@ day-school students needing courses in 
which they were unable to register at 
school; | 

e students maintaining continuity in their 
education during a temporary absence 
from Ontario; 

e students unable to attend school be- 
cause of medical reasons or distance 
from school. 


Correspondence Education services are 
free and fall into three main categories. 


1. Lessons and other learning materials 
are provided for students who enrol in 
either elementary or secondary corre- 
spondence courses. 


2. Evaluation of completed lessons, tutorial 
assistance, and encouragement are 
provided for students by qualified 
teachers assigned by Correspondence 
Education. 


3. Advice for applicants and enrolled stu- 
dents concerning such matters as 
course selection, diploma requirements, 
career planning, and post-secondary 
educational opportunities is provided by 
counsellors.

Admission Requirements and 
Procedures 


Adults 

Correspondence courses are available to 
Ontario residents who are past the com- 
pulsory school age and are not enrolled in 
day-school classes. The courses may be 
started at any time of the year. Applicants 
must be Canadian citizens or landed immi- 
grants. 


Each applicant will be enrolled in one 
course at the time of initial registration. 
Once a minimum of five lessons has been 
graded in one course, the student may 
request enrolment in an additional course. 


A person who wishes to enrol should study 
the material in this calendar, complete 
Application Form C, and submit it to the 
Correspondence Education office, together 
with official educational records. A student 
applying within three months of leaving 
school must obtain and submit a recom- 
mendation for enrolment from the principal 
of the school last attended. 


Students under sixteen 

Correspondence courses may be available 
to Ontario residents of compulsory school 
age who are not in attendance at school 
because of extended illness or distance 
from school. The parent or legal guardian 
of such a student should obtain a letter 
recommending enrolment in correspond- 
ence courses from the local or regional 
supervisory officer. This letter, which must 
include the reason for the child's non- 
attendance at school, should be sent with 
Application Form C and a transcript of 
the student’s educational record to Corre- 
spondence Education. While the child is 
of compulsory school age, a new letter is 
required for each school year. 


An Early School-Leaving Committee may 
contract the services of Correspondence 
Education on behalf of students legally 
exempted from school. A committee re- 
questing this service must appoint a co- 
ordinator who will ensure that students are 
carefully screened, that pacing contracts 
are established, and that progress is moni- 
tored regularly. 


All enrolment requests must be submitted 
on Application Form |, using one address 
designated by the co-ordinator. This ad- 
dress should be recorded on the applica- 
tion under ‘present address” and the 
residential address of the student should 
be given under “home address”. The co- 
ordinator and parent or guardian must 
sign the form to indicate approval. 


While under the supervision of the Early 
School-Leaving Committee, the student 
should use the address supplied by the co- 
ordinator for all communication with Corre- « 
spondence Education and for the return 
of lesson assignments. 


A student may enrol in only one course at 
any one time. A request for enrolment in 
an additional course will be considered 
upon completion of the first course and 
upon submission of another authorized 
Application Form I. 


Elementary courses are not available to 
early school leavers.

Ontario residents temporarily absent from | | 
the province 1 
Children of school age who normally reside — 
in Ontario may be enrolled in secondary 
school correspondence courses while tem-. 
porarily absent from Canada, with the | 
written recommendation of their local or 
regional supervisory officer. An adult who 


normally resides in Ontario and is tempo- 
rarily living outside the province is also 
eligible for enrolment. The duration of ab- 
sence for such individuals must be a mini- 
mum of three months and a maximum 

of three years. An applicant who will be 
leaving Canada must provide the name 
and address of an Ontario resident who will 
assume responsibility for forwarding books, 
lessons, and marked assignments. The 
duties of this liaison person are outlined at 
the time of the student’s enrolment. 


Before leaving Canada, the applicant 
should study this calendar, complete Appli- 
cation Form F, and submit it to the Corre- 
spondence Education office, together with 
a complete secondary school record. 


Ontario day-school students 

A day-school principal may contract the 
services of Correspondence Education for 
students attending day-school classes. A 
principal requesting this service must ap- 
point a Day-School Program Co-ordinator 
who will ensure that students are carefully 
screened, that pacing contracts are estab- 
lished, and that progress is monitored 
regularly. The provision of this service is 
reviewed annually with the principal. 


A student from a participating day school 
may request enrolment in a correspon- 
dence course upon completion of a mini- 
mum of fourteen credits prior to the date of 
application. Enrolment is restricted to 
courses in which the student is unable to 
register at school. Applicants must be 
Canadian citizens or landed immigrants. 


Application Form D should be obtained 
from the Day-School Program Co-ordinator 
in the school attended by the student. 


The completed form, together with the stu- 
dent’s complete secondary school record, a 
list of the courses in the student’s current 
program at school, and a written recom- 
mendation from the Day-School Program 
Co-ordinator must be submitted to the 
Superintendent of Correspondence Educa- 
tion for approval. 


The student will be enrolled in only one 
course at any one time. A request for an 
additional course will be considered after 
all of the lesson assignments in the first 
course have been completed and evalu- 
ated. The completed Form D and the Day- 
School Program Co-ordinator’s written 
recommendation for enrolment will again 
be required. 


Information for Students 


Learning materials and supplies 

Once an application has been approved, 
the student is enrolled and provided with 
an initial set of materials. Further lessons 
and learning materials are supplied auto- 
matically as the student progresses 
through the course. 


On completion or termination of a course, 
the student must return to the Correspon- 
dence Education office any texts, kits, 
and recordings that have been provided on 
loan. 


In some practical courses students are 
required to obtain their own materials. Fur- 
thermore, students taking Grade 13 courses 
must purchase the necessary textbooks. 


Submission and evaluation of 
assignments 

A student’s success in studies undertaken 
by correspondence depends on the careful 
study of lesson materials, the regular com- 
pletion and submission of assignments, 
and the constructive use of the associate 
teacher's comments and suggestions that 
are made on the assignments returned 

to the student. 


Associate teachers are qualified and expe- 
rienced school teachers located across 

the province. The associate teacher who 
will evaluate a student’s work in a course is 
identified for the student at the time of 
enrolment. As soon as the student has 
completed all assignments for a lesson, the 
assignments are mailed to the teacher 

for evaluation, and the student proceeds 
with the next lesson. Evaluated lessons are 
returned by the teacher directly to the 
student, unless they are lessons from a 
student living outside Canada, in which 
case they are returned to the student's 
Ontario liaison. The associate teachers re- 
port to the Correspondence Education 
office on all work done by students, and 
the office maintains records of each stu- 
dent’s progress. 


Requirements for course completion 

A student earns credit for a Grade 9 or 10 
course by successfully completing the 
lesson assignments. The student's final 
mark is based on the assignments. There 
are no tests for these courses. 


A student earns credit for a Grade 11, 12, 
or 13 course by successfully completing 
the lesson assignments and writing a final 
supervised test. The supervised test mark 
and the average of the lesson-assignment 
marks have equal weight when the final 


mark is determined. Students who are fifty 
years of age or over are exempted from 
final tests. 


Test arrangements for Grade 11, 12, and 
13 courses 

Test-writing procedures are the same for 
all correspondence education students. 


A student living in Ontario may choose to 
write the final test in one of two ways: 


1. in the student’s home locality under the 
supervision of a Correspondence Edu- 
cation teacher living in the area. Unless 
directed otherwise, the Correspondence 
Education office will automatically ar- 
range for the test. The student will be 
asked to contact the designated super- 
visor to arrange a convenient time and 
place for the test. 


2. at the Correspondence Education test- 
ing centre, 909 Yonge Street, Toronto. 
The student must make application 
to write at the centre. 


Since the emphasis in the final test is 
placed on the material covered in the last 
half of the course, the student may not 
write it until all lessons have been com- 
pleted. 


Students living outside Ontario are asked | 
to submit the name of a professional per- 
son for consideration as a supervisor. | 


Course completion time 

Courses may be completed and certificates 
obtained at any time of the year. The 
length of time it takes to complete a course 
is directly related to two factors: 


1. the length of time a student needs to 
complete the required lesson assign- 


ments. Each full credit course is de- 
signed to entail at least 120 hours 
(6 hours per lesson). 


2. the efficiency of the mail. The student 
forwards his/her completed lessons 
to the teacher and the teacher returns 
them by post to the student after having 
marked them. 


Students completing Grade 11, 12, or 13 
courses, each of which has a final exami- 
nation, should allow for additional time 

in which to complete the final test cycle. 


Progress through a course is easier and 
faster for the student who submits assign- 
ments regularly. Course material is better 
remembered and lesson assignments and 
tests are more readily completed if no 
interruption in studies occurs. If an inter- 
ruption does occur, the student can usually 
resume a course at the point reached 
before the interruption. However, since the 
correspondence courses are being contin- 
ually revised, a student’s access to a par- 
ticular course cannot be guaranteed for 

a period longer than two years after enrol- 
ment in the course. 


Post-secondary objectives 

A student whose objective is to gain ad- 
mission to an institution of post-secondary 
education should consult officials of that 
institution to find out what standing, di- 
ploma, or particular subjects are required. 
Mature students should inquire also about 
any special provisions for their admission. 
Students attending school should consult 
school guidance counsellors. 


Horizons, a guide to educational oppor- 
tunities in Ontario beyond secondary 
school, is available from the Ministry of 
Education, Communication Services

Park, Toronto, Ontario M7A 1L2. The

Certificates and Diplomas 


Certification 

Certificates are issued to students who 
complete correspondence courses suc- 
cessfully. These certificates are equal in 
value to those issued by Ontario secondary 
schools. 


A certificate for completion of a course 
states the credit value of the course to- 
wards the Secondary School Graduation 
Diploma or Secondary School Honour 
Graduation Diploma. When the student has 
earned, through correspondence courses, 
the last credit needed to meet the require- 
ments for either of these diplomas, the 
diploma is issued. 


The Correspondence Education office re- 
ports to the Ministry of Colleges and Uni- 
versities the awarding of diplomas and 
Grade 13 credits to correspondence stu- 
dents. 


The awarding of certificates earned 
through correspondence study by day- 
school students is reported to their day- 


- school program co-ordinators. 


Secondary School Graduation Diploma 

A student can fulfil the requirements for the 
Ontario Secondary School Graduation 
Diploma by accumulating the necessary 
credits through Ministry of Education cor- 
respondence courses, at Ontario public 
secondary schools (in day or evening pro- 
grams), at inspected Ontario private 
schools, or through a combination of these 
programs. 


A student who is at least eighteen years of 
age and who has withdrawn from school 
for a period of at least one year may be 
granted equivalent credits for the following: 
maturity and length of time out of school, 
successful completion of courses that are 
not normally identified as secondary school 
courses, and successful completion of 
each period of an apprenticeship training 
program. However, no mature student who 
is granted equivalent credits can qualify 
for the diploma without further study. 


A correspondence education student can 
obtain information about necessary credits 
towards the Secondary School Graduation 
Diploma by writing to the Registrar of 
Correspondence Education and submitting 
school records and other relevant informa- 
tion. An assessment of the student's 
standing may be delayed until the student 
has made progress in correspondence 
course study. 


Secondary School Honour Graduation 
Diploma 

The requirements for the Secondary 
School Honour Graduation Diploma are 
met through the accumulation of six On- 
tario Grade 13 credits. These credits may 
be obtained through Ministry of Education 
correspondence courses, at Ontario public 
secondary schools (in day or evening 
programs), at inspected Ontario private 


schools, or through a combination of these 
programs. No equivalent credits are granted 
for this diploma. 


The Secondary School Graduation Di- 
ploma is not a requirement for the Sec- 
ondary School Honour Graduation Diploma 
or for enrolment in Grade 13 courses. 
The recommended background for each 
Grade 13 course appears in the course 
description. 


Statement of achievement 

At the request of a correspondence educa- 
tion student who is not attending day 
school, the Registrar of Correspondence 
Education will issue a statement of 
achievement indicating the courses com- 
pleted, the final marks obtained, and the 
credit value of the courses. The student 
may request a progress report for a course 
in which a significant part of the required 
work has been completed and evaluated 
(at least ten lessons in a twenty-lesson 
course and at least five lessons in a ten- 
lesson course). Correspondence students 
attending day school should obtain state- 
ments of achievement from the schools 
they are attending. 
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Method of Course Selection 


These directions are for correspondence 
students who are not attending day school. 
Individual course descriptions are given 

on pages 16-49. An index of 1983-84 
courses is given on pages 50-52. 


An understanding of certain terms will help 
the student in using the descriptions. 


Grade. The five years of secondary school 
in Ontario are known as Grades 9, 10, 

11, 12, and 13. There is a progression of 
difficulty in succeeding grades. 


Levels of difficulty. Each course belongs 
to one of three levels of difficulty: 


e Basic — Courses at this level provide 
basic knowledge and skills in subjects 
such as English and mathematics. 


e General — This level, which is between 
the basic and advanced levels of diffi- 
culty, is appropriate for preparation for 
employment or further education in col- 
leges or other non-university educational 
institutions. 


@ Advanced — This level is appropriate as 
preparation for Grade 13 studies in the 
subject and for university or college 
studies after Grade 13. 


The level of difficulty to which a course 
belongs is stated at the beginning of the 
course description. There may be several 
courses at different levels in a single sub- 
ject in a single grade. The level of difficulty 
of a course has no bearing on its credit 
value. 


Credit. The value a course has towards 
the Secondary School Graduation Diploma 
Or Secondary School Honour Graduation 
Diploma is expressed in terms of credits. A 


credit is awarded to a student for the suc- 
cessful completion of a course. No credit is 
awarded for the completion of a course 
that has the same content as one the stu- 
dent completed previously. 


Each course description states the credit 
value of the course. (Most courses have a 
value of one credit; a few have a value 

of one-half credit.) Only Grade 13 courses 
give credit towards the Secondary School 
Honour Graduation Diploma. 


Areas of study. The Ministry of Education 
requires that secondary school courses 

be grouped under four areas of study: 

e Communications COM 
@ Social and Environmental Studies SES 
@ Pure and Applied Sciences PAS 
@ Arts ART 


The area of study to which each secondary 
correspondence course belongs is indi- 
cated at the beginning of the course de- 
scription. A few courses belong to more 
than one area of study. 


Code. Each course is given a code (one 
or two letters representing the subject 
name, followed by two or three numerals). 
The code provides a brief identification 

of the course. A course code ending in “x” 
indicates that the course has a value of 
one-half credit. 


From the wide range of subjects available, 
the student should first select the subject 
that he or she wishes to study. (The index 
on pages 50-52 will be helpful.) If there 
are a number of courses offered in the 
subject selected, the student should 
choose a particular course by comparing 


‘the course descriptions, giving special 


attention to grade, level of difficulty, and 
recommended background. The selection 
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of subject and particular course in the 
subject should be based on the student's 
interests, objectives, and previous educa- 
tional experience. A student with little or no 
previous secondary education should be- 
gin with some Grade 9 or Grade 10 work. 
After completing some courses in these 
grades, he/she can move on with confi- 
dence to the more demanding work in 
higher grades. 


A student will be enrolled in only one 
course at the time of initial registration, but 
he/she should include one alternate course 
on the application form. If the first choice 
is not available or is not appropriate for the 
student’s objective or background, the 
alternate course may be substituted. A 
student who will be living outside Canada 
may request enrolment in more than one 
course at one time.

Children 


Elementary school correspondence 

courses from Grades 1 to 8 are available 
to Ontario children of compulsory school 
age who are unable to attend school be- 
cause of extended illness, distance from 
school, or lack of transportation facilities. 


A child living in Ontario who is between six 
and sixteen years of age and who is un- 
able to attend school for a period of three 
months or more may be eligible for enrol- 
ment. A child who normally resides in 
Ontario but is temporarily living outside 
Canada for a minimum of three months is 
also eligible for enrolment. Enroiment for 
those living outside Canada may be con- 
tinued for a maximum of three years. Eligi- 
bility will be reconsidered when parents 
request that a child’s enrolment be con- 
tinued into another grade. 


Parents wishing to apply for elementary 
courses for a child should complete Appli- 
cation Form A and return it to the Corre- 
spondence Education office, together with 
the child’s last school report and a letter 
recommending enrolment in correspond- 
ence courses from the local or regional 
supervisory officer. The letter must state 
the reason for non-attendance and the 
length of time the child will be absent from 
school. 


Upon receipt and acceptance of the com- 
pleted application form and the required 
documents at the Correspondence Educa- 
tion office, lessons, materials, and other 
supplies will be provided. Parents may ar- 
range to pick up these materials at this 
office or request that they be forwarded to 
their home address or that of a liaison 
person residing in Ontario. 


A parent applying for the enrolment of a 
child temporarily residing outside Canada 
must supply the name and address of a 
person in Ontario who will assume respon- 
sibility for forwarding books and lessons. 


All material from the Correspondence Edu- 
cation office will be addressed to this liai- 
son person, who should be instructed to 
rewrap the material, print the pupil’s foreign 
address and the return address on the 
parcel, prepare a customs declaration 
form, and pay sufficient postage to carry 
the material to its foreign destination. All 
textbooks are provided on loan and must 
be returned upon completion or discontinu- 
ance of the course. 


Children in good health should spend suffi- 
cient time on their studies each day to 
complete the work of an entire grade in a 
year. If enrolment is to be continued into 
the next grade, parents may request les- 
sons and supplies in advance to ensure 
that they will be received by the time they 
are needed. 


Pupils residing in Ontario must submit 
lesson assignments to the Correspondence 
Education office for appraisal and com- 
ment by associate teachers. Pupils living 
outside Canada are advised to do the 
same, since children gain satisfaction 

and encouragement from contact with a 
teacher and from receiving recognition for 
their work. If all lessons in a grade are 
submitted and satisfactory results obtained, 
a certificate of promotion will be issued.

General Business 


Consumer Studies CS200 
Grade 10 Seo 
General level One credit 


MENNETAL JEVEL 2S eee 
This course is a good choice for beginners 
in business education. It is written from 

the consumer's point of view. The course 
will help students to understand how the 
modern market place operates, to become 
wiser consumers, and to prepare them- 
selves for more advanced business 
courses. The language and the exercises 
are simple and straightforward. 


Topics include: money; budgeting; credit; 
basic buying principles; real estate; and 
transportation. 


Recommended background: none 
Text: none 


Computer Awareness CA250 
Grade 10 COM, SES 
Advanced level One credit 


This course provides a general introduction 
to the use of computers in our society. 
Students will learn about computer sys- 
tems and components and how to instruct 
the computer to perform simple tasks. 
They will also become aware of the impact 
of computer technology on society. One- 
third of the course involves the use of 

a computer. 


Topics include: computer system compo- 
nents; the computer in action; program- 
ming; computer applications; and the social 
impact of the new technology. 


Recommended background: none 
Text: none 


Equipment: Students must have access 
to a microcomputer such as a Commodore 
PET, Apple, or TRS 80. 


Computer Fundamentals 


CF340 
Grade 11 COM, PAS 
General level One credit 


This introductory course on computers 
requires no previous knowledge of the 
subject. It aims to give students a basic 
understanding of how a computer works 
and the way it is programmed. The course 
concentrates on theory, and there are no 
opportunities to test programs in practice. 


Topics include: elementary information 
about punched cards; computer storage; 
flow-charting; machine language; data- 
recording media; computer concepts; and 
an introduction to logic. 


Recommended background: Grade 10 
mathematics 


Text: Squire, Enid. The Computer. 2nd ed. 


Marketing MK440 
Grade 12 SES, ART 


General level One credit 


This course acquaints students with the 
basics of marketing, sales promotion, and 
advertising, and with the effects of market- 
ing on the total economy. 


Topics include: communications; adver- 
tising; selling; packaging and labelling; 
market research; and the law and market- 
ing. 

Recommended background: Grade 10 
English reading and writing skills 


Text: Taller, Terry. Marketing: A Canadian 
Perspective. 
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Investment Computations IC440 
(available September 1, 1983) 


Grade 12 COM, PAS 
General level One credit 


This course examines all forms of invest- 
ment, both short-term and long-term. The 
student will be required to own a simple 
calculator, as the course is designed to 
make use of this useful mathematical tool. 


Topics include: simple and compound 
interest; annuities; pension plans; life 
insurance; stocks and bonds; and real 
estate. 


Recommended background: one mathe- 
matics course beyond elementary school. 
Students enrolled in 1C440 are ineligible to 
take M320x and M420x. 


Text: none 


Equipment: Students must have access 
to a calculator. 


Law 


The law program is made up of a number 


of ten-lesson, one-half credit courses. The 
initial course is an introduction to law, 
with additional courses offering opportuni- 
ties to study specific areas of the law in 
greater depth. Additional one-half credit 
courses in law will be made available as 
they are completed. These will include 
courses in contracts and consumer law, 
and family law. 


Although not essential, it is recommended 
that the introductory course L440x be 
taken before further study in law. 
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Law L440x 
Grade 12 Seo 
General level One-half credit 


This is an introductory course that provides 
an overview of the various areas or sub- 
jects which make up the law. 


Topics include: criminal law; tort law; 
contracts and consumer law; and family 
law. 


Recommended background: Grade 10 
English 


Text: none 

Law L441x 

Grade 12 Seo 
General level One-half credit 


This course offers an in-depth study of 
criminal law and law enforcement in Can- 
ada. 


Topics include: the criminal code; crimi- 
nal court structure; arrest; trial procedures; 
and sentencing of people convicted of 
crimes. 


Recommended background: Law L440x 
Text: none 


Secretarial 


TY140, TY240, CB300, and CB400 are 
normally taken in sequence, because typ- 
ing skills and applications are developed 
progressively through the series. 


Typewriting TY140 
Grade 9 COM, ART 


General level One credit 


In this introductory course students will 
learn to type by the touch system, which 
will enable them to accomplish tasks in 
less time, with less energy, and with 
greater accuracy than those who have yet 
to develop this skill or who type by the 
hunt and peck method. Students will learn 
the keyboard and develop a sufficient 
skill in typing for personal use, building a 
foundation for further development of the 
skill. 


Topics include: keyboarding; set-up and 
placement of material; composing at the 
typewriter; simple column typing; and per- 
sonal and business letters. 


Recommended background: none 
Text: none 


Equipment: Students must have access 
to a typewriter. 


Typewriting TY240 
Grade 10 COM 


General level One credit 


This course will be useful for students who 
wish to expand typing and communication 
skills acquired in an introductory typing 
course. They will be given considerable 
practice typing in modern business situa- 
tions. Timed writings will be assigned to 
help build typing efficiency. 


Topics include: centring; tabulating; du- 
plicating; correspondence; manuscripts; 
forms typing; and timed writings. 


Recommended background: Typewriting 
TY140 or an equivalent introductory typing 
course 


Text: Attridge, Catherine M. Applying 
Typing Skills. 

Equipment: Students must have access 
to a typewriter. 


Communications and 
Business Procedures CB300 


Grade 11 COM, PAS 
General level 


Students who enrol in this course will de- 
velop a high degree of skill in the use of 
the typewriter and will study the character- 
istics of a modern office. 


Topics include: office mail operations; 
telephone services; filing procedures; busi- 
ness letters and reports; dictation; tran- 
scription; and duplication. 


Recommended background: Typewriting 
TY240 or the equivalent 


Texts: Attridge, Catherine M. Office Pro- 

cedures in Action. 

Sparling, Allen E., and Attridge, Catherine 

M. Business Forms and Working Papers 

for Complete Course in Office Procedures.

Equipment: Students must have access 
to a typewriter. 


One credit — 


Communications and 
Business Procedures CB400 


Grade 12 COM, PAS 
General level One credit 


Students who enrol in this course will learn 
to apply typing and procedural skills to a 
variety of typing situations. 


Topics include: the personal characteris- 
tics required for a successful business 
career; filing procedures and systems; let- 
ters with special features and inter-office 
memoranda; banking services; accounting 
forms; purchasing and sales order rou- 
tines; making travel arrangements; apply- 
ing for a position; and typing techniques 
for centring and display and for business 
reports, minutes, and manuscripts. 


Recommended background: Communi- 
cations and Business Procedures CB300 
or the equivalent 


Texts: Attridge, Catherine M. Office Pro- 
cedures in Action. 

Sparling, Allen E., and Attridge, Catherine 
M. Business Forms and Working Papers 
for Complete Course in Office Procedures.

Equipment: Students must have access 
to a typewriter. 


Pitman Shorterhand SH350 
Grade 11 COM 
Advanced level One credit 


This introductory course provides students 


with the basic theory and principles of 
the Pitman shorterhand system, which is a 
modified and simplified version of the clas- 
sic Pitman shorthand system. Students 
will be expected to transcribe practised 
material at no less than sixty words per 
minute by the end of the twenty lessons. 


The theory of the system is presented in 
the course, along with a good deal of 
practical application involving reading, writ- 
ing, and controlled dictatian by means of 
cassette tapes. 


Recommended background: Applicants 
for this course should have at least Grade 
10 standing in English, since accurate 
transcription (interpretation of shorterhand 
outlines) requires a good background in 
English. Although helpful, a knowledge of 
typing is not essential because the main 
aim of this course is to teach the basic 
theory and principles of Pitman shorter- 
hand. 


Text: Reid, George A., and Thompson, 
Evelina J. Pitman Shorterhand. 


Equipment: Students must have access 
to a cassette player. 


Pitman Shorterhand SH450 
Grade 12 COM 
Advanced level One credit 


This course is a continuation of the intro- 
ductory Shorterhand SH350 course or 

its equivalent. It stresses the practical ap- 
plication of the theory learned in Shorter- 
hand SH350. Students will be expected to 
transcribe practised material at about eighty 
words per minute by the end of the twenty 
lessons. 


The major emphasis of the course is on 
controlled dictation practice done by means 
of phonograph records. 


Recommended background: Pitman 
Shorterhand SH350 or the equivalent, and 
a good background in typing

The skills required for preparing answers 
in literature are developed through exer- 
cises in analysis and appreciation. Lan- 
guage study focuses on important points 
of grammar and usage.

The colourful 
maps and illustrations in the text, combined 
with other illustrative material in the les- 
sons, help to make this an interesting and 
relevant course.

Advanced level One credit 


Whether Canadians have travelled widely

phy. This diversity and the contrast be- 
tween the vast size of their country and the 
small, scattered pockets of population 
have given rise to various problems that 
offer unlimited topics for student investiga- 
tion. 


The first part of this course introduces the 
physical landscape of Canada and estab- 
lishes in students a firm understanding of 
the origins and appearance of the land. 
With this background, the settlement and 
economic development of the country can 
be better appreciated and many current 
problems can be seen in a clearer per- 
spective. 


The course is particularly suited to stu- 
dents who have not been involved in aca- 
demic studies for some time, as it enables 
them to utilize both the textual material 
and their own practical experience as re- 
sources for completing assignments. Many 
opportunities are provided for students to 
research topics of their choice and to 
conduct geographical investigations in their 
own neighbourhoods.

This course 
examines the interaction of land and peo- 
ple, how it comes about, and the effect 

it has on each. The emphasis is on physi- 
cal geography and the development of 
basic skills such as using the atlas and 
interpreting topographic and weather maps .

This course tries to answer these and other 
questions. It emphasizes the origins and 
contributions of Canada’s three founding 
peoples — the Native people, the French, 
and the British — and several minority 
groups. Other topics include: Canada’s im- 
migration policies, past and present; bicul- 
turalism and multiculturalism; and the 
nature of Canada’s mixed population.

Grade 10 SES 


Advanced level One credit 


What are some of the major contemporary 
Canadian issues? How and why did these 
issues develop? How have they affected 
Canada? What influence will they have on 
Canada’s future? These are a few of the 
basic questions examined in this course. 


The intent of the course is to give students 
an opportunity to learn about the rights 
and responsibilities of a Canadian citizen 
and to gain an understanding of present- 
day Canada and its relation to the world. 


The course is organized around four top- 
ics: government and law; French-English 
relations; Canadian-American relations; 
and Canada in the world community. Ten 
basic skills of historical analysis are taught 


and practised in the first ten lessons — 
one per lesson — at a very simple level. In 
the next ten lessons, the same ten skills 
are repeated — one per lesson — but at a 
more complex level. The result is a course 
that combines the acquisition of knowledge 
about contemporary Canada and the de- 
velopment of basic thinking skills.

History H350 
Grade 11 SES 


Advanced level One credit 


Modern civilization owes much to the an- 
cient and medieval worlds. The themes 
covered in this course focus on the contri- 
butions of past civilizations to the Western 
world. The first ten lessons examine the 
prehistoric beginnings of society and the 
histories of ancient Egypt, Greece, and 
Rome. The next ten lessons concentrate 
on some of the mainstreams of medieval 
and early modern history. Included are 
topics such as feudalism, the influence of 
Islam and Roman Catholicism, the rise 

of towns and commerce, the Renaissance, 
the growth of Protestantism, the Counter 
Reformation, and the beginnings of the 
modern nation state.

Advanced level One credit 


This survey of world history, from the seven- 
teenth century to recent times, features a 
study of the causes and courses of revolu- 
tions; the emergence and development 

of Communism; the origins, meaning, and 
aftermath of war; the influence of individu- 
als such as Napoleon, Bismarck, Hitler, 
and Franklin Delano Roosevelt as shapers 
of events; and the sources and signifi- 
cance of totalitarianism as a form of gov- 
ernment. The course examines the forces 
at work in what has been called the “Cold 
War’, including the part played by the 
United Nations as a peacekeeper. It also 
focuses on some of the areas of the world, 
such as China, the Middle East, and the 
Third World, that promise to command 
increasing attention in the decades ahead. 


Recommended background: One course 
in secondary school history is advisable, 
but not a prerequisite for this course.

History H503 
Grade 13 SES 


One credit 


How well do we know and understand the 
history of Canada? This course provides 
students with an opportunity to read about 
and interpret the contributions that inter- 
esting personalities have made to Canada 
and to examine major events that have 
made Canada what it is today. 


The historical method is used to examine 
a variety of Canadian themes: Native peo- 
ples; the origin of French-Canadian nation- 
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alism; the pressures to form a confeder- 
ation; the agony of conscription; life during 
the Depression; the development of Cana- 
dian autonomy; the need for and threat 

of foreign investment; and Canada’s ap- 
proach to and involvement in foreign affairs 
since 1945. 


Students will have the opportunity to use 
the skills they develop in the course to 
design a self-directed research project.

History H551 
(available September 1, 1983) 


Grade 13 SES 


One credit 


Why should Canadians study American 
history? Since our neighbour, the United 
States, has a profound influence on all as- 
pects of Canadian life, it is important for 
us to know its people so that we may bet- 
ter understand their motives and actions. 
In this course students will study the evo- 
lution of the United States from colonial 
times through the revolutionary and nation- 
building years and from the Civil War 
through the nineteenth and twentieth cen- 
tury era of industrialization to its present 
status as an economic giant that exerts a 
vital influence on world affairs. 


Students will further develop their reading, 
writing, and research skills throughout 
this course, which concludes with a re- 
search and essay-writing project for which 


_the student selects a topic of special inter- 


est from American history or the area of 
Canadian-American relations. 
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Recommended background: Students 
should have completed at least one Grade 
11 or 12 English or history course, or 
some other course at the same level 
through which they will have acquired the 
reading and writing skills necessary for 
the successful completion of this course.

Man in Society MS440 
Grade 12 SES 


General level One credit 


The objective of this course is to lead 
students to an understanding of human 
nature, society and its institutions, and 
possible future prospects for both. The ini- 
tial lessons examine the characteristics 

of humans — their aggressiveness, preju- 
dices, cultures, roles, and “races”. The 
remaining lessons consider the nature of 
society and its institutions, the forces that 
alienate many individuals and how they 
might be overcome, and, finally, possibili- 
ties for the future.

Economics EN402 
Grade 12 SEO 
General level One credit 


A basic understanding of economics is 
useful for everyone. In this course, stu- 
dents learn about the meaning, develop- 
ment, and importance of economics. 
The course is designed to help students 


increase their knowledge of what is 
happening in the Canadian economy and 
appreciate the interplay of economic forces 
throughout the world. 


Various forms of economic organization — 
traditional, socialist, fascist, communist, 
and capitalist — are examined. Particular 
emphasis is placed on the influences on, 
and the operation of, Canada’s economy. 
The economic problems of developing 
countries are also considered.

English or the equivalent

Economics EN551 


Grade 13 SES 


One credit 


Economic issues are of everyday concern 
for politicians and business people as 
well as for ordinary citizens. This course 
offers tools and practical methods for un- 
derstanding and coping with current eco- 
nomic questions. 


Emphasis is given to problems and issues 
that underlie economic policy and affect 
economic growth, stability, and security. 
Pure economic theory is avoided as much 
as possible in order to focus on current 
realities — to see economics as one aspect 
of our present social structure, and to 
realize the interrelationship of economic 
problems, social issues, and political deci- 
sions. Students are encouraged to defend 
reasoned positions on controversial public 
policy issues.

Life Planning CD340 
Grade 11 SEO 


General level One credit 


Changes in society, in technology, in work 
methods, and in the kinds of employment 
available are prompting both young Cana- 
dians who have just entered the work 
force and older Canadians who have 
worked for many years to ask themselves 
these questions: “How do | fit into soci- 
ety?”; “How do | relate to others?”; “How 
can | increase my satisfaction in my work 
and personal life?”; “Are my skills, training, 
and attitudes in step with today’s require- 
ments?”; “Have | worthwhile prospects 

for the future?”; “Am | doing what | can do 
best?”; “Am | enjoying my work?”; “Where 
am | going?” 

This course sets out to help students an- 
swer these questions, develop life skills, 
and gain knowledge that will help them 
make career decisions.

Grade 10 
General level 


SES 
One credit 


This course focuses on the importance of

variety of themes which include: the 
changing Canadian family; the family life 
cycle; decision-making in the area of sex- 
ual behaviour; the individual and his/her 
self-concept; love relationships; marriage; 
having children; and the future and the 
family.

Family Studies FS550 
(available April 1, 1983) 


Grade 13 DES 


One credit 


The North American and, more particularly, 
the Canadian family is the subject of study 
in this course. Its framework is established 
by examining individual needs and societal 
demands. This analysis is followed by an 
exploration of the institution of marriage — 
its roots, its forms, its demands, and its 
satisfactions. Attention is then given to 
raising a family, an area of study through 
which all stages of the life process from 
birth to old age are considered. In this ma- 
jor section of the course, emphasis is 
given to the human needs of each stage of 
life and how they can be met. Changes 

in the nuclear family, the impact of eco- 
nomics on family lifestyles, the social prob- 
lems faced by many families, and the 
challenges of growing up in a multicultural 
society are considered next. 


The course concludes with a study of 
various predictions for the family of the 
future.

Grade 10 COM 
Advanced level One credit 


This is a first course in Latin and uses a 
modern approach to this traditional subject.

English, French, and other languages. À 
record for a brief study of the sound of 
Latin is available on request.

This is 
useful for students who need a general 
review or who have studied from courses

Topics include: language study, reading 
Latin prose, and the life and customs of 
the ancient Romans. A study supplement 
is provided for students who have not done 
Latin L311.

One credit 


The course is based on chapters 57 to 76 
of Latin for Canadian Schools: A New 
Approach.

A study supplement is included to 
help those who need review or who have 
studied other Latin programs in the past.

The mathematics courses are divided into 
three categories: 

e Series A — Mathematics for Business

A general description of the series is given 
at the beginning of each series. The stu- 
dent should select the appropriate series, 
then determine the most suitable course 
from that series by reading the course de- 
scriptions. 


Series A — 
Mathematics for Business 


Series A is designed for students who 


wish one or more of the following: 

e a better understanding of arithmetic; 

e more skill in computations; 

e knowledge of how mathematics is 
used in our daily lives, particularly in 
business transactions; 

e an upgrading in commercial 
mathematics; 

e standing in mathematics up to and in- 
cluding Grade 12, but not beyond; 

e courses adapted to students who find 
mathematics difficult; 

e courses that do not include algebra or 
geometry. 


Note: Students wishing to prepare for 
post-secondary accountancy training 
should choose courses from Series B or 
Series C. 


Mathematics M160 


Arithmetic 
Grade 9 PAS 
Basic level One credit 


Here is an opportunity for adult students to 
“go back to the beginning” in arithmetic. 
Careful explanations are provided, followed 


by numerous examples. A practice exer- 
cise is given for each topic, and full solu- 
tions are provided so that students can 
check their work and correct errors in 
thinking before beginning the actual as- 
signment. 

Topics include: the addition, subtraction, 
multiplication, and division of whole num- 
bers, of fractions, and of decimals; the 
percentage form and its use.

Mathematics M220x 


Consumer Computations 
Grade 10 PAS 


Basic level One-half credit 


Personal money management is a com- 
mon concern. This course will assist the 
student to set up records and organize a 
budget. 


Topics include: types of income; per- 
sonal cash records; personal banking; day- 
to-day spending; and communications by 
mail, telegram, or cable. 


Recommended background: Students 
should have a working knowledge of sim- 
ple arithmetic. It is not necessary to com- 
plete Mathematics M160 before selecting 
this course.

Consumer Computations 

Grade 10 PAS 
Basic level One-half credit 


This course provides the student with ad- 
ditional skills in personal money manage- 
ment. 
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Topics include: calculation and payment 
of service bills; borrowing money; buying 
on credit; and making travel arrangements. 


Recommended background: Students 
should have a working knowledge of sim- 
ple arithmetic. It is not necessary to com- 
plete Mathematics M220x before selecting 
this course.

Investment Computations 


Grade 11 
Basic level 


PAS 
One-half credit 


Here is an opportunity to find out how 


money earns money. 


Topics include: a review of arithmetic; 
investments at banks and trust companies; 
the buying and selling of stocks and bonds; 
and the purchase of life insurance and 
pension plans. 


Recommended background: one mathe- 
matics course beyond elementary school. 
Students enrolled in M320x are ineligible to 
take IC440.

Mathematics M322x 
Business Computations 


Grade 11 PAS 
Basic level One-half credit 


Despite its name, this ten-lesson course is 
not intended only for people in the busi- 
ness world. It is also of interest and help to 
those trying to cope with ordinary day-to- 
day business transactions. It deals mainly 
with the trading of goods, from the whole- 
saler to the retailer to the consumer. 


Topics include: mark-up; profit; trade dis- 
counts; cash discounts; and reductions in 
prices. 


Recommended background: one mathe- 
matics course beyond elementary school

Mathematics M420x 
Investment Computations 


Grade 12 PAS 
Basic level One-half credit 


This course focuses on long-term financial 
undertakings, particularly home ownership. 


Topics include: a review of arithmetic; 
compound interest; annuities; mortgages; 
home insurance; municipal taxation; and 
statements of adjustment. 


Recommended background: at least 
one mathematics course beyond elemen- 
tary school. Students enrolled in M420x 
are ineligible to take IC440.

Mathematics M422x 
Business Computations 


Grade 12 PAS 
Basic level One-half credit 


This ten-lesson course deals with goods 
from the time they are manufactured or 
imported into Canada until they are pur- 
chased by the consumer, with some em- 
phasis placed on taxation by all levels 

of government. The course provides useful 
information for those employed in the busi- 
ness world as well as for those who have 
a general interest in the subject. 


Topics include: excise tax; excise duty; 
sales tax; import duties; foreign exchange; 
and payroll calculation. 


Recommended background: at least 
one mathematics course beyond elemen- 
tary school

Series B — 
General Mathematics 


Series B is designed for students who 

wish to have one or more of the following: 

e a mathematical background of a gen- 
eral nature, but not preparation for uni- 
versity mathematics; 

e preparation for an apprenticeship pro- 
gram; 

e knowledge of practical mathematics; 

e preparation for post-secondary courses, 
admission to which does not require a 
background in advanced mathematics. 


Mathematics M140 
Grade 9 PAS 
General level One credit 


This course provides opportunities for stu- 
dents to improve their “life-coping” skills 
through the study of mathematics; to re- 
view basic mathematical concepts; to pre- 
pare for further mathematics courses at 
the general level; to gain confidence in this 
subject and to enjoy it. 


Topics include: statistics; integers; poly- 
nomials; solving equations; ratio and pro- 
portion; properties of triangles; and circle 
applications. 


Recommended background: none 
Text: none 
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Mathematics M240 
Grade 10 PAS 
General level One credit 


The focus of this course is the practical 
application of mathematical concepts. 


Topics include: techniques for represent- 
ing and interpreting data; graphing and 
analysing linear relationships; ratio and 
proportion; variation; vectors; trigonometry; 
and the properties of the circle. 


Recommended background: 
Mathematics M140 or the equivalent 


Text: none 


Mathematics M302 
Grade 11 PAS 
General level One credit 


Because many adults wish to resume the 
study of mathematics with Grade 11 work, 
this course begins with a review of topics 
normally dealt with in earlier courses. 


Topics include: review of basic algebra; 
equations; inequalities; graphs; formulas 
and functions; systems of linear equations; 
linear inequations; review of the number 
system and extension to irrationals; the 
exponential function standard form; the 
graphical representation, development, and 
use of tables for calculation; and an intro- 
duction to investment calculations. 


Recommended background: 
Mathematics M240 or the equivalent

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Mathematics M402 
Grade 12 PAS 
General level One credit 


Four independent modules are presented 
in this course, each ending with practical 
applications of the mathematical concept 
studied. The four modules are: statistics 
and probability; trigonometry; algebra; and 
the mathematics of investment. 


Topics include: collection of data; stand- 
ard deviation; misuse of statistics; cal- 
culation of odds; sine law; cosine law; 
resolution of forces; quadratic functions; 
quadratic equations; arithmetic and geo- 
metric sequences; amount and present 
value of an annuity; and amortization 
tables.

Series C — 
Advanced Mathematics 


Series C is designed for students who 
wish to have one or more of the following: 


e preparation for the study of mathemat- 
ics in Grade 13 and possibly beyond;

mathematics; 

e challenging courses designed for stu- 
dents who are strong in mathematics. 


A student who has studied traditional 
mathematics in secondary school and who 
wishes to take courses in Series C requir- 
ing a knowledge of modern mathematics 
should begin by selecting Mathematics 
M111x. 


Mathematics M111x 
Grade 9 PAS 
Advanced level One-half credit 


Many changes have taken place in mathe- 
matics programs over the last twenty years. 
This self-contained, ten-lesson course 
provides the student with an opportunity to 
become acquainted with some of these 
changes. The course could be selected for 
personal interest or for the purpose of 
acquiring the necessary background to 
resume studies in, or transfer to, the 
Advanced Mathematics series. 


Topics include: sets and set notation; 
operations with integers and rationals: 
number properties; number lines; ordered 
pairs; graphing linear equalities and in- 
equalities; and an introduction to geometry.

Mathematics M151 
Grade 9 PAS 
Advanced level One credit 


This is the first course in the series leading 
to Grade 13 studies in mathematics. 
Whereas Mathematics M111x is a short 
survey course, this course deals with each 
new topic in detail, giving students ample 
opportunity to practise new skills. 


Topics include: the language of sets; 
integers and rational numbers; irrational 
numbers; introduction to algebra; statistics: 
graphing; geometry; transformations; and 
a comprehensive review. 


Recommended background: a know- 
ledge of arithmetic or Mathematics M140

Mathematics M251 
Grade 10 PAS 
Advanced level One credit 


This course represents the most recent 
concepts in Grade 10 mathematics educa- 
tion. Presented in a highly personal style, 
the course makes use of familiar, everyday 
happenings to show that math can be 
fun, as well as stimulating. Many examples 
and practice exercises are used to help 
the student. 


Topics include: statistics, radicals; poly- 
nomials; graphs and relations; variation; 
linear systems; transformations; deductive 
geometry; and three-dimensional geome- 
try. 

Recommended background: 
Mathematics M151 or Mathematics M140 
or the equivalent

Mathematics M351 
Grade 11 
Advanced level 


PAS 
One credit 


This is a good re-entry point for students 


with an adequate background in mathe- 
matics who wish to proceed to the study of 
Grade 13 mathematics. Students selecting 
this course should be able to commit 
themselves to a rather intensive study of 
mathematics. 


Topics include: real numbers and alge- 
bra; geometry; analytic geometry; and 
trigonometry. 


Recommended background: 
Mathematics M251 or Mathematics M240 
or any Grade 10 mathematics course that 
includes the study of algebra

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Mathematics M451 
(available April 1, 1983) 


Grade 12 PAS 
Advanced level One credit 


The student who completes this course 
will be prepared for any Grade 13 math- 
ematics course and will have gained an 
appreciation of the overall structure of 
mathematics and its connecting links. 


Topics include: graphing; functions 
(quadratic, exponential, logarithmic, trigo- 
nometric); analytic and deductive geome- 
try; and sequences and series.

This course enlarges on previous work on 
functions and relations, with emphasis 
placed on the unifying concept of mapping. 


Topics include: rotation; classification 
and properties of functions; sequences and 
series; compound interest; annuities; in- 
stalment buying and consumer credit; trig- 
onometry; definition and discussion of 
conics; and plane transformations and their 
application to second-degree relations. 


Recommended background: Grade 12 
advanced mathematics or the equivalent

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Mathematics M550 
Calculus 


Grade 13 PAS 


One credit 


Calculus is the study of how one variable 
changes with respect to another. This is a 
practical course, in which theory has been 
kept to a minimum. 


Topics include: power, product, quotient, 
and chain rules; derivatives; integration 
(areas and volumes); and introduction to 
polar co-ordinates and complex numbers. 


Recommended background: Grade 12 
mathematics or the equivalent, including an 
intensive study of algebra and a founda- 
tion in co-ordinate geometry and trigonom- 
etry. A knowledge of modern mathematics 
is not required.

Mathematics M555 


Algebra 
Grade 13 PAS 


One credit 


Students planning to study mathematics or 
related subjects at university may select 
this course as a third credit in mathemat- 
ics. Some topics relate to the social sci- 
ences. 


Topics include: set theory; permutations 
and combinations; binomial theorem; prob- 
ability; and vectors and matrices. 


Recommended background: Grade 12 
advanced mathematics or the equivalent

Mathematics M554 
Mathematics of Investment 


Grade 13 PAS 


One credit 


This relevant and practical course in ap- 
plied mathematics develops the skills 
needed to investigate investment princi- 
ples. 


Topics include: credit buying; annuities; 
mortgages; bonds; insurance; and stocks. 
Recommended background: Grade 12 
mathematics or the equivalent, including an 


intensive study of algebra. A knowledge 
of modern mathematics is not required.

For some science courses, kits containing 
laboratory equipment and chemicals are 
lent to students to enable them to perform 
experiments. Some biological specimens 
are supplied for Biology BY440. 


Kits containing chemicals cannot be sup- 
plied to students living outside Canada 
or to persons living at points in Canada 
serviced only by air mail. 


General Science 


Science SC150 
Grade 9 PAS 
Advanced level One credit 


The material for this introductory course is 
presented in an informative and readable 
manner and provides a good background 
in physical science. The topics are current 
and in some cases controversial. The 
student is given the opportunity to reflect 
on a number of social issues brought about 
by modern technology. 


Topics include: measurement; the struc- 
ture of matter; solutions and mixtures; 
chemical reactions; work, energy, and 
power; pressure; heat; environmental 
chemistry; and the energy crisis. 


Recommended background: none 
Text: none 


Science SC250 
(available April 1, 1983) 


Grade 10 
Advanced level 


PAS 
One credit 


This course in introductory biology is suit- 


able both for the student who only seeks a 
brief general introduction to the subject 
and the student who plans further study in 
the area. It begins with the study of the 


cell and proceeds to more complex con- 
siderations of ecology and the environ- 
ment. 


Topics include: cells and their processes; 
genetics; viruses and bacteria; green plants; 
nutrition; excretion; reproduction; systems 
(nervous, chemical control); and ecology. 


Recommended background: none 
Text: none 


Equipment: A slide kit and viewer are 
lent to each student. 


Physics 


Physics P303 
Grade 11 PAS 


Advanced level One credit 


The aim of this course is to provide the 
student with an interesting and relevant 
study of the fundamental concepts and 
ideas of physics. A student who wishes to 
prepare for Grade 13 physics or who 
wishes simply to gain knowledge of a 
subject that interests him/her will select this 
course. 


Topics include: waves; light; sound; 
mechanics; electricity; magnetism; electro- 
magnetism; electronics; and atomic 
physics. 

Recommended background: preferably 
one course in Grade 10 mathematics and 
Science SC150 or the equivalent 


Text: none 


Physics P503 
Grade 13 PAS 


One credit 


This course presents some fundamental 
concepts of physics. Students are shown 
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how the concepts were obtained experi- 
mentally and how they can be applied to 
new situations. Emphasis is on the use 

of reason rather than on the memorization 
of facts. 


Topics include: light; wave theory; mo- 
tion, vectors, and Newton’s laws of motion; 
momentum; work; kinetic and potential 
energy; electrostatics and electric fields; 
electrical energy and potential; the electro- 
magnetic spectrum; atomic theory; the 
photo-electric effect; photons; matter 
waves; and the energy levels of atoms.

Chemistry 


Chemistry C450 
Grade 12 PAS 


Advanced level One credit 


In this course, emphasis is placed on un- 
derstanding the nature of elements and 
compounds and the reactions they un- | 
dergo. Theories of the structure of atoms 
and the aggregates of atoms are intro- 
duced early, and these ideas are included 
in subsequent discussions. Wherever pos- 
sible, a topic is studied through experi- 
mentation, and the result is used to 
develop theoretical concepts. 


The course prepares the student for 
Chemistry C551. 


Topics include: the states of matter; the 
language of chemistry; chemical reactions; 
atomic weights and molecular weights; so- 
lutions; the formation of ions; and the 
periodic classification of elements. 


Recommended background: preferably 
one course in Series C mathematics and 
Science SC150 or the equivalent 


Text: McBryde, W.A.E., and Graham, R.P. 
The Outlines of Chemistry (metric edition). 


Equipment: Two chemistry kits are lent 
to each student. 


Chemistry C551 
Grade 13 PAS 


One credit 


This course expands the basic concepts 
studied in introductory chemistry courses 
such as Chemistry C450. It stresses the 
student’s use of reason rather than his or 
her memorization of facts. 


Topics include: atomic structure; 
solutions; chemical bonding; oxidation- 
reduction; acids and bases; chemical and 
nuclear energy; molecular structure; equi- 
librium; and the transition elements. 


Recommended background: a know- 
ledge of basic chemistry, as provided in 
Chemistry C450 or the equivalent, and a 
sound knowledge of mathematics, as pro- 
vided in M351 or the equivalent 


Text: O'Connor, P.R., et al. Chemistry, 
Experiments and Principles. Toronto: 
D.C. Heath, 1977. 


Equipment: Students are required to pur- 
chase one chemistry kit. Instructions re- 
garding the purchase of this kit (at an 
approximate cost of $40.00) will be in- 
cluded with the first package of lesson 
materials. 
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Biology 

Biology BY440 

Grade 12 PAS 
General level One credit 


The basic theme of this course is the origin 
of life and its characteristics and varia- 
tions. Students are given the opportunity to 
learn about the structure and life cycles 

of various organisms, starting with submi- 
croscopic viruses and finishing with mam- 
mals. This is made possible partly through 
the study of preserved specimens made 
available to them for dissection. 


With this course as background, students 
should be able to reflect and comment 
effectively on many current ecological is- 
sues. Students who are planning careers in 
nursing, other health-service occupations, 
or careers related to the natural sciences 
will find this course invaluable. 


Topics include: viruses; bacteria; algae; 
fungi; flowering plants; protozoans; flat- 
worms; insects; fishes; amphibians; rep- 
tiles; mammals; heredity; human genetics; 
ecology; pesticides; pollution; population 
explosion; and space travel. 


Recommended background: one course 
in secondary school science 


Text: Otto, J.H., et al. Modern Biology. 


Equipment: One biology kit is lent to each 
student; a second kit may be purchased 
by those interested in dissections of an 
advanced nature (fish and rat). Instructions 
regarding the purchase of this kit (at an 
approximate cost of $15.00) will be in- 
cluded with the first package of lesson ma- 
terials. 


Biology BY550 
Grade 13 PAS 


One credit 


This biology course is designed for stu- 
dents who (a) wish to study life-science 
courses at university, and/or (b) wish to 
learn more about the relevance of biology 
to many current issues, some of far- 
reaching significance in the future of this 
planet and its inhabitants. 


Topics include: biochemistry (the chem- 
istry of cell activity); organic molecules 
and chemical syntheses; the roles of ADP 
and ATP; DNA, RNA, and the genetic 
code; organ systems in plants and animals, 
including humans; Mendelian genetics; 

the reproduction and development of organ- 
isms; and the study of evolution. 


Recommended background: Chemistry 
C450 or the equivalent 


Text: Galbraith, D.I., and Wilson, D.G. 
Biological Science: Principles and Pat- 
terns of Life. Toronto: Holt, Rinehart and 
Winston, 1978. 


Equipment: Students are required to pur- 
chase one kit of equipment and biological 
specimens. Instructions regarding the pur- 
chase of this kit (at an approximate cost 
of $21.00) will be included with the first 
package of lesson materials. 
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Technical Subjects =D 


Carpentry 

Carpentry CY340 

Grade 11 PAS 
General level One credit 


This course is designed for the student 
who wishes to: (a) acquire a basic know- 
ledge of carpentry and the building trades; 
and (b) develop fundamental skills useful to 
the carpenter or the homeowner. The 
course teaches the fundamental principles 
of general woodworking; the selection, 
use, and care of tools; and the interpreta- 
tion of printed information and instructions 
as they apply to carpentry and building 
construction. 


The course consists of both theory and 
practical work; the practical work, though 
optional, is required for a credit. Students 
are expected to own the usual hand tools 
found in a home workshop if they choose 
to do the practical assignments. 


Topics include: lumber, tools, and their 
care; hand-tool operation; fastening tech- 
niques; blueprint interpretation; joints and 
moulding; building construction; domestic 
repairs and maintenance. 


Recommended background: none 
Text: none 


Equipment: Students must purchase a kit 
if they choose to do the practical part of 
the course. Details regarding the purchase 
of this kit (at an approximate cost of 
$35.00) will be included with the first pack- 
age of lesson materials. 


Drafting 

Drafting D240 

Grade 10 COM, PAS 
General level One credit 


This course introduces the student to fun- 
damental drafting procedures and devel- 
ops the student’s skills in the use of basic 
drafting equipment and special drawing 
techniques. Assignments in blueprint read- 
ing complement each phase of the twenty- 
lesson course. Metric drawing is also intro- 
duced. 


No additional credit will be obtained in this 
course by a student who has completed 
an introductory course in drafting else- 
where. 


Topics include: simple and multi-view 
drawings; the theory of shape description; 
orthographic projection; shop processes; 
dimensioning; isometric drawing; and sec- 
tioning. 


Recommended background: none 
Text: none 


Equipment: Students are required to sup- 
ply their own drafting materials. Instruc- 
tions regarding the purchase (at an 
approximate cost of $45.00) or the rental 
(at an approximate cost of $4.00 per 
month) of a complete kit will be included 
with the first package of lesson materials. 


Drafting D340x 
Grade 11 COM, PAS 


General level One-half credit 


This one-half credit course is of a general 
nature, providing a logical follow-up to 
D240 or its equivalent. 


Topics include: review of orthographic 
projection and dimensioning; review of 
sectioning; circles in isometric; threads and 
fasteners; tolerances and allowances; par- 
allel and radial lines; pictorial drawing. 


Recommended background: Drafting 
D240 or the equivalent 


Text: none 


Equipment: Students are required to ob- 
tain their own drafting materials. Instruc- 
tions regarding the purchase (at an 
approximate cost of $45.00) or the rental 
(at an approximate cost of $4.00 per 
month) of a complete kit will be included 
with the first package of lesson materials. 


Drafting D308x 


Introduction to Blueprint Reading 
Grade 11 - COM, PAS 


General level One-half credit 


Students with no previous knowledge of or 
training in the reading of engineering 
drawings will select this course, which is 
designed to develop fundamental skills 

in reading and interpreting technical draw- 
ings as they apply to industry. It consists 
of ten units of instruction, print-reading 
assignments, and a final, supervised test. 


Topics include: third-angle projections; 
angular dimensions; scale drawings; toler- 
ances and allowances; and steel specifica- 
tions and casting designs. 
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Recommended background: none 


Text: Jensen, C., and Hines, R. /nterpret- 
ing Engineering Drawings. 


Drafting D318x 


Intermediate Blueprint Reading 
Grade 11 COM, PAS 


General level One-half credit 


This course is a continuation of Drafting 
D308x. It consists of ten units of instruc- 
tion, blueprint reading assignments, and a 
final, supervised test. 


Topics include: assembly drawings; 
conventional sectioning methods; metric 
dimensioning; welding drawings; and geo- 
metrical tolerancing problems. 


Recommended background: Drafting 
D308x or the equivalent 


Text: Jensen, C., and Hines, R. /nterpret- 
ing Engineering Drawings. 
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Practical Art 


Art A240 

Beginning in Art 

Grade 10 ART 
General level One credit 


Everybody has some artistic potential. It is 
the purpose of this course to develop the 
skills of the beginning artist by means 

of a series of practical projects that intro- 
duce the elements and principles of visual 
art. Drawing and painting techniques, sub- 
ject matter, and style are some of the 
topics examined and explored through 
practical projects. 


Recommended background: none 
Text: none 


Equipment: Students are required to sup- 
ply their own art materials. Instructions re- 
garding the purchase of a complete art 

kit (at an approximate cost of $11.50) will 
be included with the first package of lesson 
materials. 


Art A401x 
Composing Your Art 
Grade 12 ART 


Advanced level One-half credit 


Art is creative expression. However, crea- 
tivity requires effort, and even the art stu- 
dent with some background in drawing and 
painting sometimes has difficulty in think- 
ing of something creative and original 

to convey. The aim of this course is 

to stimulate originality in content and com- 
position. Ideas are suggested through 
illustrations, diagrams, and written descrip- 
tions. 


Recommended background: a course in 
practical art, preferably Art A240

Equipment: An art kit and some basic 
materials are supplied to each student. 


Art A402x 
Style in Art 
Grade 12 ART 


Advanced level One-half credit 


Through experience, an artist gradually 
develops a personal means of expression 
and style. In this course, the student car- 
ries out a series of practical projects that 
are designed to increase his/her aware- 
ness of the significance of form and to help 
in the development of a distinctive style 

of expression. 


Recommended background: a course in 
practical art, preferably Art A240

Art A550 

The Artist’s Study 

Grade 13 ART, SES 
One credit 


This course combines the history and 
appreciation of modern art with practical 
projects and assignments in painting and 
drawing.

Later 
lessons relate the modes of visual expres- 
sion that grew out of the most significant 
modern movements to practical work.

Awareness in Action 
(available September 1, 1983) 


Grade 11 ART, COM 
General level One credit 


This course will help students to become 
more aware of the world in which they 
live and of their responses to it. In carrying 
out the practical projects that form the 
core of the course, students will find them- 
selves looking at familiar objects in their 
environment from unexpected angles and 
discovering new relationships among the 
things they observe and experience. Ulti- 
mately, these enriched perceptions will 
allow students to learn more about them- 
selves and the world around them.

Graphics, drawing and painting, art history, 
photography, television, and commercial 
and industrial art are just a few of the 
topics covered.

Projects are designed to 
increase the student’s sensitivity to the 
world of art that surrounds us.

Grade 11 ART, SES 
Advanced level One-half credit

medieval illuminated manuscripts, and art 
of the Gothic era. 


Recommended background: No pre- 
vious background in art or in history is re- 
quired.

Art A403x 
Great European Art 
Grade 12 ART, SES 


Advanced level One-half credit 


A continuation of the story of art begun in 
Art A303x, this course traces the develop- 
ment of European art from the end of 
the Gothic era (early fourteenth century) 
through the Renaissance, baroque, and 
rococo periods to the early eighteenth cen- 
tury. 

From the turbulent background of the 
change from feudalism to the beginning of 
the rise of the nation state emerged such 
great masters as Botticelli, Michelangelo, 
Durer, Rubens, Rembrandt, Velasquez, 
Poussin, and Sir Christopher Wren. 
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The course provides students with criteria 
upon which to base their judgment of the 
art of any period.

Theatre Arts TA300 

Introduction to Drama 

Grade 11 ART, COM 
General level One credit 


The art of acting and the nature of the 
theatre are the major themes developed in 
this introductory course. Basic acting skills, 
such as the controlled use of voice, mime, 
and improvisation, are described. The 
history of drama, characterization, mood, 
feeling, and such production concerns 

as stage design, costumes, lighting, and 
sound effects are also examined. 


The aims of the course are to develop the 
student's self-awareness and sensitivity 
to drama and to encourage the student to 
participate in dramatic productions.

Prints Without a Press 

Grade 11 ART, PAS

board cuts, and linocuts — are simple to 
learn, but have the potential of yielding so- 
phisticated results in the hands of a crea- 
tive artist.

Film Arts A442x 
Film, the Lens, and You 


Grade 12 ART, PAS 
General level One-half credit 


The purpose of this introductory course is 
to explore the possibilities of film, the 
camera, and the darkroom in order to de- 
velop the student’s potential as a photo 
artist. Some information about the science 
of photography is provided, and some of 
the techniques useful in photographing are 
described to enable the student to recog- 
nize a worthwhile subject and to show him/ 
her how to proceed with creating the image. 


The course is designed for the amateur 
photographer who is primarily interested in 
photography as self-expression. Emphasis 
is given to the practical rather than the 
theoretical aspects of photography. Stu- 
dents are encouraged by means of assign- 
ments and projects to develop their own 
awareness and skills in photography. 


Recommended background: none 


Text: There is no text for this course, but 
a portfolio of prints is lent to each student. 


Equipment: The student is required to 
supply his/her own camera and film. 


Film Arts A444x 


Cinematography 
Grade 12 ART, PAS 


General level One-half credit 


The subject of this course is the art of 
making movies. Filmmaking and film ap- 
preciation are the two objectives. Emphasis 
is given to the practical rather than the 
theoretical aspects of cinematography. 
Students are encouraged by means of as- 
signments and projects to develop their 
own skills in filming. 


Topics include: the principles of photog- 
raphy; composition; animation; film tech- 
nology; film criticism; history and genre; 
and making your own films. 
Recommended background: It is not 
necessary for students taking this course 
to have any previous background in pho- 
tography or filmmaking.

What Services Does the Independent 

Learning Centre Offer?

13 courses) and most learning 
materials are provided to stu- 
dents on loan. 


Service 2: Marking of lesson assign- 
ments and tutorial assistance 
are provided free by fully 
qualified and trained Ontario 
teachers. The student is re- 
quired only to supply sufficient 
postage to mail assignments 


to the course teacher. 


Service 3: Advice about courses, di-. 
ploma requirements, the 
credit system, and entrance to 
colleges and universities Is 
available on request from 
counsellors.

Goals of Adult Students 

The reasons for enrolling with the Indepen- 
dent Learning Centre are almost as numer- 
ous as the people who become students. 
There is no typical student, and there is no 
typical goal of enrolment. Consider these 
people: 


— Michael completed Grade 6 about twenty 
years ago and wishes to learn. He is en- 
rolled in a basic-level mathematics and a 
basic-level English course. 


— Jean-Louis left high school with twenty- 
four credits to take a job as a waiter and 
save money for college. He is completing 
the last three credits for his Secondary 
School Graduation Diploma through our 
service. 


— Shante is a homemaker with three small 
children who is studying accounting to 
help her keep records for the family busi- 
ness. She is also planning to earn a diplo- 
ma. 


— Carlos is an interior decorator who fin- 
ished secondary school before the ‘new 
math” appeared. He enjoys mathematics 
and intends to take all our advanced-level 
math courses for personal interest. 


— Margaret is a senior citizen who loves to 
read and learn. She has completed sev- 
eral Senior English and history courses. 
She says, “They keep my mind active.” 


— Yui recently purchased a microcomputer 
and wishes to understand how it works. 
She chose a course in Computer Aware- 
ness. 


— A group who live in the same condomin- 
ium meet each week to work together on 
an art course because they enjoy each 
other's company and feel they're doing 
something worthwhile. 


Will Correspondence Study Suit Your 
Personal Needs? 


The Process 

To complete a correspondence lesson, you 
begin by reading and studying the lesson 
materials on your own. When you feel that 
you have a good understanding of the con- 
tent, you write answers to a number of as- 
signed questions and mail your work to a 
course teacher, who may live anywhere in 
Ontario. How often you send in lessons de- 
pends partly on how many other responsi- 
bilities you have. Completing and sending 
in one lesson a week helps prevent you 
from forgetting between lessons. 


The teacher makes comments and sugges- 
tions, grades the assignments, and returns 
your lessons directly to you. When one 
comes back, you should study and under- 
stand all the comments. There are twenty 
lessons in a full-credit course and ten les- 
sons in a half-credit course. 


Tutors are available by telephone for those 
who need them. At certain times, you may 
phone the Independent Learning Centre on 
a toll-free line and receive help with any 
problems you are having with the lesson 
materials. Information about this service is 
included with every course enrolment. 


Some Advantages of Ministry of 
Education Correspondence Courses 
— You can study when and where you wish. 


— You can start a course or finish it at any 
time of the year. Throughout the course, 
you set the pace that best suits you. 


— You can choose subjects that suit your 
career plans, personal needs, and abili- 
ties. 


— Learning by correspondence can be pri- 
vate and confidential. Some adults prefer 
it to classroom study for this reason. You 
mail lessons to a teacher with whom you 
have a one-to-one relationship. The 
teacher returns your written work directly 
to you. 


— Courses are free. 


— All courses can be used for credit to- 
wards a diploma. 


Is the Correspondence Method for You? 
Ask yourself these questions: 


1. You will probably spend at least 120 
hours to complete one full-credit course 
or 60 hours for a half-credit course. Can 
you give that much time? 


2. If you can allow yourself the time (six to 
ten hours) to complete one lesson each 
week, it will take about six months to do 
a twenty-lesson course. Is this too long a 
time for you? 


3. When you complete one lesson, you 
mail the assignments to your teacher 
and start the next one. It will be several 
days before you receive the results of 
your work and the feedback from your 
teacher. Will this wait bother you? 


4. Studying is work and takes energy. Do 
you have energy left over after your 
other activities to use in studying? 


5. Regular study habits help. Can you set 
aside a regular time for correspondence 
study? 


6. The correspondence method requires 
independent study. Are you the kind of 
person who likes to work on your own? 


Alternatives 

You may wish to consider alternatives to 
correspondence study. Most boards of 
education offer the same courses as we do 
through day schools, evening classes, or 
continuing-education programs. You could 
phone for information. Also, many students 
use a combination of correspondence 
study and local classroom instruction to 
meet their educational goals. Which alter- 
native will work best for you? 


The Ontario School System 

In the early 1970s Ontario secondary 
schools changed from a ‘grade’ to a 
“credit” system. The new organization 
allowed: 


— promotion by subject; and 


—the study of courses at various levels of 
difficulty to suit students’ interests and 
abilities. For example, it is not unusual to 
find a student who has always been good 
in English and weak in mathematics en- 
rolled in a demanding English program, 
such as our Grade 10 advanced-level 
course, and a simple mathematics pro- 
gram, such as our Grade 9 basic-level 
course, at the same time. 


Levels of Difficulty 

1. Basic-level courses teach personal 
and practical skills. They lead to em- 
ployment or trades training but do not 
prepare a student for education beyond 
Grade 12. Correspondence courses are 
available at the basic level in English 
and mathematics. 


2. General-level courses provide satisfac- 
tory preparation for employment or fur- 
ther education in colleges of applied 
arts and technology and other non- 
university educational institutions. 


3. Advanced-level courses focus on the 
development of academic skills and 
prepare students for entry to university. 
These are the most demanding courses 
we offer. 

Equivalent Credits for Mature Students 

Before you select your first course, here is 

some very important information for mature 

students. 


A student who is at least eighteen years of 
age and has been out of school for a period 
of at least one year may be granted equiva- 
lent credits for the following: 


—maturity and length of time out of school 
(up to twelve credits); 


— completion of courses that are normally 
not considered secondary-school sub- 
jects; 

— successful completion of each period of 
an apprenticeship training program. 


Equivalent credits are added to other cred- 
its accumulated by the student. However, 
no matter how many equivalent credits are 
granted, a student is still required to com- 
plete additional courses before a diploma 
can be issued. 


At the Independent Learning Centre we 
evaluate a student's credit standing (in- 
cluding equivalent credits) after one corre- 
spondence course has been successfully 
completed. All school records must be sub- 
mitted before an evaluation can be made. 


Equivalent credits may apply only towards 
completion of the SSGD or the OSSD. For

How to Select Your First Course 


Ideas to Think About 

1. Think of your past record at school. If 
possible, choose a subject you liked 
and would look forward to studying at 
this time. You will give yourself a better 
chance to succeed if you enjoy the 
work. If you have no secondary-school 
credits, a Grade 9 course is the best 
starting point. 


2. What is the level of difficulty of the 
course you are thinking about? At what 
level of difficulty did you study this sub- 
ject while at school? Since content and 
approach vary greatly at different levels 
of difficulty, it is hard to move from a 
basic-level course to a general-level 
course or from a general-level course to 
an advanced-level course. Therefore, 
you may require some additional back- 
ground for enrolment in a course at a 
higher level of difficulty. 


3. If your goal is a diploma, will the course 
bring you closer to your goal? No credit 
is given for completing a course that has 
the same content as one you studied 
before. 


4. |f your goal in enrolling is to improve 
your chances for employment or promo- 
tion, will this course help? 


5. Are you interested in this course? Many 
students do not want to earn a diploma 
or train for a job. They simply wish to 
learn more about a certain subject. This 
can be a good reason for choosing a 
course. 


6. Study the course descriptions on 
pages 22 to 59. You may come across a 
course you have never heard of — and it 
may suit your needs. 


7. Don't forget that advice is available. If 
you have questions, phone or write to 
the Independent Learning Centre and 
ask a counsellor for help. The telephone 
numbers and address are listed on 
page 2. 


Course Codes 

All schools use codes to identify individual 
courses. In 1985 all course codes will for 
the first time be standardized in Ontario. 
Every school (including the Independent 
Learning Centre) will use a five-character 
code that is made up as follows: 


— The first three characters are alphabetic 
and refer to the subject or course. 


— The fourth character is a number and re- 
fers to the grade of the course: 


1 = Grade Q 

2 = Grade 10 
3 = Grade 11 
4 = Grade 12 
SE Gracdesha 


— The fifth character is a letter and refers to 
the level of difficulty of the course: 
B = basic level 
G = general level 
A = advanced level 
(Levels of difficulty are described on 
page 7.) 


Edition 

At the Independent Learning Centre, we 
need to know the edition of the course in 
which a student is enrolled. This “edition” 
identifier follows the five-character course 
code.

The Final Step: How to Apply fora 

Course 

1. Be sure you have the correct application 
form. For adults it’s Form C, printed on 
yellow paper. 


2. Answer carefully all the questions on the 
form. You may have to refer to this guide 
for help. 


3. Be sure that you enter your course se- 
lection and alternative in the correct 
place on Form C. We ask you to give an 
alternative in case we can't enrol you in 
your first choice. The first enrolment will 
be in one course. When five lessons are 
graded, you may request a second en- 
rolment. 


4. Complete the application form and be 
sure to sign it. 


5. Mail or bring your school records with 
the application form to the Independent 
Learning Centre (address is on page 2 
of this guide). 


General Information About 
Certificates, Statements of 
Achievement, Tests, and 
Diplomas 


A certificate is issued to a student who 
completes a correspondence course suc- 
cessfully. The certificate shows the credit 
value of the course and the mark obtained. 


lf a student earns, through the Independent 
Learning Centre, his or her last credit for 
the Secondary Schoo! Graduation Diploma, 
the Ontario Secondary School Diploma, 

or the Honour Graduation Diploma (see 
page 10), the Independent Learning Centre 
will issue the diploma, unless the student 
has requested that the diploma be issued 
by the school last attended. The Indepen- 
dent Learning Centre reports to the Ministry 
of Education diplomas and Grade 13 cred- 
its which have been awarded to corre- 
spondence students. 


Final marks for correspondence courses 
completed by day-school students are 
reported to their day-school program co- 
ordinators. 


Statements of Achievement 

At the request of an Independent Learning 
Centre student who is not attending day 
school, the Registrar of the Independent 
Learning Centre will issue a statement of 
achievement indicating the courses com- 
pleted, the final marks obtained, and the 
credit value of the courses. The student 
may request a progress report for a course 
in which a significant part of the required 
work has been completed and evaluated 
(at least ten lessons in a twenty-lesson 
course and at least five lessons in a ten- 
lesson course). Independent Learning 
Centre students attending day school 
should obtain statements of achievement or 
progress reports from the schools they are 
attending. 


The Ontario Student Transcript 

The Ontario Student Transcript, which is the 
complete record of a student's scholastic 
achievement, is issued by the school which 
maintains the student’s Ontario Student 
Record (permanent record). At the request 
of a student who has completed corre- 
spondence courses, the Registrar of the In- 
dependent Learning Centre will issue a 
statement of achievement so that the stu- 
dent's record may be brought up to date by 
the school. 


Certificates of Education 

A student who leaves school before earn- 
ing the OSSD (see page 10) may receive a 
Certificate of Education on request if he or 
she has earned a minimum of fourteen 
credits which include a combination of six 
compulsory and eight elective credits. 


Tests 

In Grade 11, 12, and 13 courses, a student 
is required to complete successfully a final 
test as well as the lesson assignments in or- 
der to earn a credit. The final mark is based 
equally on the lesson assignments and the 
final test. Test questions are based on the 
last ten lessons, and students who com- 
plete these lessons carefully usually find 
the test very straightforward. Completed, 
graded lessons provide a good review. 


People outside the Toronto area write tests 
in their own area with an Independent 
Learning Centre supervisor. People from 
Metropolitan Toronto write their final tests 
at the Independent Learning Centre, 

909 Yonge Street, Toronto. Full information 
about the details of the test is sent before 
you are required to write it, and you select 
the time that will be convenient to you. 


Students over fifty years of age are not re- 
quired to write these tests. 


Diplomas 
Diploma requirements for all Ontario 
schools are set by the Ministry of Educa- 


tion. If your aim is to earn a diploma, the 
staff at the Independent Learning Centre 
will work with you to plan a program that 
meets all the requirements. The following is 
only a brief guide to the three diplomas of- 
fered in this province. 


1. The SSGD - the Secondary School 
Graduation Diploma - Grade 12 

This diploma is issued to students who 
have earned twenty-seven credits through 
public or private day schools, night 
schools, continuing-education programs, 
the Independent Learning Centre, or a 
combination of these. This diploma will be 
issued until 1989 and will then be replaced 
by the OSSD. 


2. The OSSD - the Ontario Secondary 
School Diploma 

All students entering Grade 9 in September 
1984 or later will study for this new diploma. 
After 1990 it will be the only diploma offered 
in Ontario secondary schools. This diploma 
will be issued to students who have earned 
thirty credits, of which sixteen are compul- 
sory. 


Courses required for university entrance 
(Grade 13 subjects) can be included in the 
thirty credits; at the same time, a student 
may choose to complete the thirty credits 
required for the OSSD without including 
any Grade 13 subjects.

3. The SSHGD - the Secondary School 
Honour Graduation Diploma - Grade 13 
This diploma is issued when a student has 
earned six Ontario Grade 13 credits. No 
equivalent or maturity credits may be ap- 
plied towards this diploma. The SSHGD will 
be issued until 1990 and then it will be re- 
placed by the OSSD (see point 2 at left). 


The SSGD is not a requirement for the 
SSHGD or for enrolment in a Grade 13 
course. The recommended background for 
each Grade 13 course is listed with its 
course description.

This booklet has more than 150 pages of 
detailed information and describes several 
different types of postsecondary educa- 
tional institutions in Ontario. The information 
on two of these — colleges of applied arts 
and technology and universities — is sum- 
marized here. 


Ontario Colleges of Applied Arts and 
Technology (CAATs) 

These colleges provide skill training for ca- 
reers in business, applied arts, technology, 
social services, and health sciences. There 
are twenty-two CAATs with more than 


ninety campuses spread throughout Ontar- 
io, serving more than 75 000 full-time and 
500 000 part-time students. 


Note: Most colleges offer three types of 
programs: two-year or three-year diploma 
courses; certificate programs of one year or 
less; and apprenticeship training. 


General Admission Requirements for 
Diploma Programs 
—a Grade 12 diploma (SSGD): or 


—mature-student status, which is granted 
to applicants who are nineteen years of 
age on or before the starting date of the 
program in which they plan to enrol.

Degrees in avery broad range of sub- 
jects are offered by seventeen Ontario 
universities. 


General Admission Requirements 

—a Grade 13 diploma with an average of at 
least 60 per cent. However, this does not 
guarantee admission. In many programs, 
an average of 70 or 80 per cent may be 
required; 


— course prerequisites. Many university 
courses require completion of specific 
Grade 13 subjects for admission. 


Under special circumstances, mature 
adults may be admitted with less than the 
above qualifications. The admissions office 
of the university can give information about 
mature admission.

However, if you have a specific college or 
university in mind, you should contact the 
admissions office directly and obtain the 
most recent calendar, since requirements 
often change from year to year (even after 
Horizons is printed). 


The Day-School Program 


Introduction 

Students who are enrolled in any number of 
courses at a public or private day school 
and wish to supplement their programs with 
a correspondence course must apply 
through the Independent Learning Centre 
co-ordinator of their school using Appli- 
cation Form D. This form is available only at 
the school. A day-school student will be en- 
rolled in one course at a time and only ina 
course not available to the student through 
the school.

More than 10 000 day-school students are 
supplementing their school programs by 
the correspondence method. Ask yourself 
the following questions before you decide 
whether or not to enrol. 


Is It for You? 

1. Do you have enough free time now to 
add a correspondence course to your 
schedule? For success in a correspond- 
ence course, you should be able to 
Spare six to ten hours every week on a 
regular basis. Regular sessions are nec- 
essary because you are required to re- 
view and often relearn material covered 
in previous lessons before starting a 
new one. 


2. Have you allowed sufficient time to com- 
plete a course before you need the 
credit? At a rate of six to ten hours per 
week, you will need about six months to 
earn a full credit or about three months 
for a half credit. Even if you have unlim- 
ited time to work on the lessons, remem- 
ber that each lesson must be mailed to a 
teacher who grades and returns it to you 
by mail. This process takes time. Also, in 
a course requiring successful comple- 
tion of a final test, the test procedure will 
take about one month after the lessons 
have been graded. . 


3. Can you set a time schedule for yourself 
and then feel satisfaction when you push 
yourself to meet that schedule? Doing a 
correspondence lesson is Somewhat 
similar to homework; do you enjoy work- 
ing on your own? 


4. Have you and your guidance counsellor 
considered alternatives such as night 
school, summer school, or continuing 
education? Perhaps one of these will suit 
your needs. 


If You Decide to Enrol 

— You will be involved in a self-learning ex- 
perience. Experts agree that self-learning 
is an excellent form of education.

— You will experience great personal satis- 
faction when you complete a course that 
you have worked at independently. 


— You will acquire good training for any fu- 
ture education that relies on independent 
study, such as university or college. 


— You will be studying in a one-to-one rela- 
tionship with a teacher who is vitally inter- 
ested in your education.

Secondary School Students 

Courses may be available to Ontario resi- 
dents of compulsory school age who are 
not in attendance at school because of ex- 
tended illness or because they live in re- 
mote areas at a great distance from school. 
The parent or legal guardian of such a stu- 
dent should obtain a letter recommending 
enrolment with the Independent Learning 
Centre from a supervisory officer for the lo- 
cal board of education or from the minis- 
try s regional office. This letter, which must 
include the reason for the child’s non- 
attendance at school and the expected 
length of this absence, should be sent with 
Application Form C and a transcript of the 
student's educational record to the Inde- 
pendent Learning Centre (see address 
listed on page 2). While a child is of com- 
pulsory school age, a new letter is required 
for each school year. 
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SALEP 


A Supervised Alternative Learning for Ex- 
cused Pupils (SALEP) Committee may con- 
tract the services of the Independent 
Learning Centre on behalf of students le- 
gally exempted from school. A committee 
requesting this service must appoint a co- 
ordinator who will ensure that students are 
carefully screened, that pacing contracts 
are established, and that progress is moni- 
tored regularly. 


All enrolment requests must be submitted 
on Application Form |, using the one ad- 
dress designated by the co-ordinator on 
the contract. This address should be re- 
corded on the application under “present 
address’ and the residential address of the 
student should be given under “home ad- 
dress”. The co-ordinator and parent or 
guardian must sign the form to indicate 
approval. 


While under the supervision of the Super- 
vised Alternative Learning for Excused Pu- 
pils Committee, the student should use the 
address supplied by the co-ordinator for all 
communication with the Independent 
Learning Centre and for the return of lesson 
assignments. 


A student may be enrolled in only one 
course at a time. 


A request for enrolment in an additional 
course will be considered upon completion 
of the first course, the return of course ma- 
terials, and the submission of another au- 
thorized Application Form |. 


Elementary courses are not available to stu- 
dents on Supervised Alternative Learning 
for Excused Pupils. 


Ontario Residents 
Temporarily Living Outside 
Ontario 


Introduction 

This section is of interest to persons who 
normally live in Ontario but are leaving the 
province temporarily, that is, for a minimum 
of three months and a maximum of three 
years. For applicants who are leaving 
Canada, it is necessary to supply the name 
and address of an Ontario resident who will 
be responsible for forwarding books, les- 
sons, and marked assignments. The com- 
plete duties of this liaison person are out- 
lined at the time of the student's enrolment. 
In all cases it is advisable to contact the 
Independent Learning Centre to discuss 
plans with a counsellor well in advance of 
leaving the country. 


Children 

Children of school age cannot be enrolled if 
they are moving temporarily to another 
province or Canadian territory. However, if 
they are leaving Canada, they are eligible 
for elementary or secondary courses. To 
enrol these children, a written recommen- 
dation from a supervisory officer of the local 
board of education (Ontario) is required. 


For information about enrolment in elemen- 
tary courses, see page 14. To enrol in sec- 
ondary courses, submit Application Form F 
and an up-to-date secondary-school 
transcript. 


Adults 

An adult normally resident in Ontario but 
temporarily residing outside this province is 
eligible to enrol in secondary courses. To 
enrol, an applicant should complete an Ap- 
plication Form F and submit it, along with 
an up-to-date school record, well in ad- 
vance of the time of leaving the province. 


Before choosing the first course, an adult 
may wish to read “How to Select Your First 
Course” on page 7; “General Information 
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About Certificates, Statements of Achieve- 
ment, Tests, and Diplomas” on page 9; and 
“Postsecondary Education” on page 10. 


The Elementary School 
Program 


Adults 
Our elementary courses are not suitable for 
adults (see page 5). 


Children 

Elementary correspondence courses for 
Grades 1 to 8 are available to Ontario chil- 
dren of compulsory school age who are un- 
able to attend school because of extended 
illness, distance from school, or lack of 
transportation facilities. 


A child living in Ontario who is between six 
and sixteen years of age and who is unable 
to attend school for a period of three 
months or more may be eligible for enrol- 
ment. A child who normally resides in On- 
tario but is temporarily living outside Can- 
ada for a minimum of three months is also 
eligible for enrolment. Eligibility will be re- 
considered when parents request thata 
child's enrolment be continued into another 
grade. Enrolment for those living outside 
Canada may be continued for a maximum 
of three years. 


Parents wishing to apply for elementary 
courses for a child should complete Appli- 
cation Form A and return it to the Indepen- 
dent Learning Centre, together with the 
child's last school report and a letter rec- 
ommending enrolment in correspondence 
courses from the local or regional supervi- 
sory Officer. The letter must state the reason 
for non-attendance and the length of time 
the child will be absent from school. 


Upon receipt of the completed application 
form and the required documents, and ac- 
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ceptance of the student by the Indepen- 
dent Learning Centre, lessons, materials, 
and other supplies will be provided. Par- 
ents may arrange to pick up these materi- 
als at this office or request that they be for- 
warded to their home address or that of a 
liaison person residing in Ontario. 


A parent applying for the enrolment of a 
child temporarily residing outside Canada 
must supply the name and address of a 
person in Ontario who will assume respon- 
sibility for forwarding books and lessons. 


All material from the Independent Learning 
Centre will be addressed to this liaison per- 
son, who should be instructed to rewrap 
the material, print the pupil’s foreign ad- 
dress and the return address on the parcel, 
prepare a customs declaration form, and 
pay sufficient postage to carry the material 
to its foreign destination. All textbooks are 
provided on loan and must be returned 
upon completion or discontinuance of the 
course. 


Students must submit lesson assignments 
for appraisal and comment by associate 
teachers. While Independent Learning 
Centre courses are highly structured, par- 
ents should be aware that they are to take 
on the role of the regular teacher. In the Pri- 
mary grades (1 to 3), it is essential for the 
parent to perform all of the duties of a 
teacher (as directed in the lessons). As the 
student masters the skills of reading and 
writing, the teaching requirements of the 
parent gradually lessen. However, the par- 
ent remains responsible for supervising the 
student's work throughout the eight grades 
and has thus an extremely important role to 


play. 


Children in good health should spend suffi- 
cient time on their studies each day to com- 
plete the work of an entire grade in a year. 
When all lessons in a grade are submitted 
and satisfactory results obtained, a certifi- 
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cate of promotion will be issued. If enrol- 


ment is to be continued into the next grade, 


parents may request lessons and supplies 
in advance to ensure that they will be re- 
ceived by the time they are needed.

By doing some of the tasks artists do, you 
should come to an understanding of what 
art is. That's the idea behind this course, 
designed for the person who is interested 
in art and wants to develop more skill. It 
teaches the basic principles of art by 
means of practical projects. You will learn 
basic drawing and painting skills through 
“hands-on” use of the artist’s own tools and 
materials. 


Students submit practical projects for 
teacher evaluation.

The course first reviews elements of design 
and structure. Then, you are asked to pres- 
ent assignments in sketching, painting, and 
collage.

Art 

(Style in Art) 

Course code: AVF4A Edition: P 
(Formerly A402X) Advanced level 
Grade 12 One-half credit 


Whereas Art AVF4A, Edition: M, deals 
mainly with form (composition), this course 
consists of ten lessons concerned with 
style in art. Through increased awareness 
of form, you develop a distinctive style of 
expression. The course examines ten con- 
trasting styles of modern painting, includ- 
ing fauvism, impressionism, primitivism, 
and abstraction. 


Practical projects involve the use of water 
colour, ink, and oil pastels.

Course code: GEA1A Edition: A 
(Formerly G103) Advanced level 
Grade 9 __One credit 


Geography is the science of the earth’s sur- 
face and its inhabitants. In this course you 
will study the resources of the earth and 
their use by society — in brief an examina- 
tion of our relationship to the environment. 


We start with Eurasia — the land mass of 
Europe and Asia and the home of three- 
quarters of the world’s population. You will 
learn how Asian countries developed in- 
dustrial technology and adopted Western 
ways, while trying to preserve their own. A 
number of European countries are exam- 
ined, with special attention to the USSR. 
which stretches into both Europe and Asia. 
Using history, sociology, economics, and 
religion, as well as geology and the study of 
climate, this course explains problems that 
may seem remote to many Canadians. Col- 
ourful maps, illustrations, and case studies 
contribute to the basic texts. You are also 
encouraged to use information from news- 
papers, magazines, and other media.

In this 
course, you examine the causes and con- 
sequences of modern Canadian urban de- 
velopment. After a survey of such types of 
cities as the fortress (Quebec City), port 
(Vancouver), and prairie (Medicine Hat), 
the course proceeds to an in-depth study 
of pioneer settlements in southern Ontario 
and of Toronto as an urban megalopolis. 
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You are given the option of researching the 
mid-Canada Development Corridor or 
studying your local community.

This course stresses the use of reason, not 
memorization of facts. Topics include light; 
wave theory; motion; vectors; Newton's 
laws of motion; momentum; work; kinetic 
and potential energy; electrostatics and 
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electric fields; electrical energy and poten- 
tial; the electromagnetic spectrum; atomic 
theory; the photo-electric effect; photons: 
matter waves; and the energy levels of 
atoms. You will trace the processes by 
which the laws and theories of physics are 
developed experimentally; you will also see 
how they are applied to new situations. This 
is a demanding theoretical course. 


Recommended background: an introduc- 
tory course in physics such as Physics 
SPH3A, and a strong background in alge- 
bra and geometry

Chemistry 

Course code: SCH4A Edition: B 
(Formerly C450) Advanced level 
Grade 12 One credit 


The nature of elements and compounds, 
and the reactions they undergo, are the 
central topics examined in this course. The- 
ories of the structure of atoms and the ag- 
gregates of atoms are introduced to you 
early and are included in subsequent dis- 
cussions. Topics include the states of mat- 


ter, the language of chemistry; chemical re- 


actions; atomic weights and molecular 
weights; solutions; the formation of ions: 
and the periodic classification of elements. 
Wherever possible, you will study a topic 
through experimentation, and the result will 
be used to develop theoretical concepts. 
The course provides the necessary back- 
ground for SCH5A. 


Recommended background: one course 
in advanced-level mathematics with alge- 
bra, and Science SNC1A or the equivalent

Course code: SCH5A Edition: B 
(Formerly C551) Advanced level 
Grade 13 One credit 


You should choose this course if you plan 
to continue your study of science in univer- 
sity or a college of applied arts and tech- 
nology. It expands the concepts studied in 
introductory chemistry courses such as 
Chemistry SCH4A and stresses the use of 
reason rather than the memorization of 
facts. Topics include atomic structure: 
solutions; chemical bonding; oxidation- 
reduction; acids and bases; chemical and 
nuclear energy; molecular structure; equi- 
lidDrium; and the transition elements. 


Two typical experiments have been se- 
lected and modified for you to perform at 
home. You will need to purchase a simple 
kit for these. A calculator would be useful in 
this course.

Biology 

Course code: SBI4G Edition: B 
(Formerly BY440) General level 
Grade 12 One credit 


Understanding the human body system 
and the place of that system in the balance 
of nature are the main concerns of this sur- 
vey course in biology. You will learn about 
the structure, life cycles, and interrelation- 
ships of life forms ranging from submicro- 
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scopic viruses to mammals. Topics include 
viruses; bacteria; algae; fungi; flowering 
plants; protozoans; flatworms; insects; 
fishes; amphibians; reptiles: mammals; he- 
redity; human genetics; ecology; pesti- 
cides; pollution; population explosion; and 
space travel. 


The course provides the basis for a better 
understanding of the ecological issues fac- 
ing society today. It is also a useful prepar- 
ation for nursing and other careers requir- 
ing a general knowledge of life science. 


Simple experiments aid in understanding 
certain topics. Optional dissections of pre- 
served specimens permit further observa- 
tions.

This course is for you if you (a) wish to 
study life-science courses at university, 
and/or (b) wish to learn more about the rel- 
evance of biology to many current issues, 
some of which have far-reaching signifi- 
cance in the future of this planet and its in- 
habitants. Topics include biochemistry (the 
chemistry of cell activity); organic mole- 
cules and chemical synthesis; the roles of 
ADP and ATP; DNA, RNA, and the genetic 
code; organ systems in plants and animals, 
including humans; Mendelian genetics; the 
reproduction and development of organ- 
isms; and the study of evolution. You will be 
required to perform experiments in some of 
the lessons.
